Mayor's ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry CouncıL: 


We who are now called upon to assume the responsible duty 
of the care of this City, having been duly elected to the various 
offices, and having taken the oath to administer its affairs with 
fidelity to its highest interests, cannot but realize that it is no 
unmeaning trust, and that it will require our most disinterested, 
earnest, and faithful labor and effort, in the discharge of all the 
varied duties which will devolve upon us. 

Let us each and all lay aside every other consideration than 
that we may best serve this City and do our whole duty; giv- 
ing to all matters which shall be placed before us, careful and 
faithful consideration. Let there be no neglect; but let us see 
to it that we individually do our duty. 

Much has been done both by the last and previous adminis- 
trations for permanent improvements and much remains to be 
done that we may keep well up to the demands and necessities 
of this City. We have much to be thankful for by inheritance, 
let us not be remiss in so continuing to do not only for the 
present needs, but looking forward to the needs of those that 
shall come after us that they may say as we have occasion to 
say, they laid the foundation well. 

In the early spring of the year just closed the City Council 
directed the purchase of the Barker property on Dunham 
Street at the recommendation of the School Committee so that 
the School Street school-house could be removed and located 
so as to face on Dunham Street. The school-building was 
removed and fitted up and considerable repairs were made so 
that it is now in good order and condition and will be used for 
years to come without further outlay. 
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Another important improvement resulting from the above 
purchase was the way opened from School Street to Dunham 
Street, and I would recommend that the way be laid out as a 
street and sidewalks built this present year. 


CURTIS STREET. 

This street has been laid out from Lincoln Street under 
B. & A. Railroad and a bridge has been built by the Rail- 
road. The expense was by direction of the City Council borne 
by the City and B. & A. Railroad and for a more full ex- 
planation I have asked Solieitor Hawkins to give a statement 
in reference to the same and it is herewith annexed. 


To Hon. J. L. Peck, Mayor. 


Dear Sir:—In compliance with your request I herewith 
submit a summary of the measures adopted by the municipal 
government for 1892 to secure the abolition of the Morning- 
side grade crossing, and of the practical and legal considera- 
tions that induced the precise solution of the problem which 
was finally reached. 

It seems unnecessary to speak in justification of the principal 
object sought. This object, imperatively demanded by the 
interests of a large and rapidly growing portion of the City, 
was the substitution of a suitable passageway across the Boston 
& Albany Railroad in place of the existing grade crossing. 
This crossing has long been a serious annoyance to the public 
convenience and a constant menace to the public safety,—a 
fact to which the sad accident of last July gave startling em- 
phasis. The necessity, involved in the construction of a system 
of sewerage, of carrying the east trunk sewer through the 
railroad embankment near this point, suggested the advisability 
of some plan which should accomplish both ends at once, thus 
effecting a material saving in the cost of construction and 
avoiding double land damages. 

With this view negotiations were opened with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company in 1891, resulting in a proposal on 
the Company’s part to pay one-half the cost of construction of 
a suitable bridge, on condition of some arrangement which 
should enable the company to close the present crossing to 
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travel. The mayor and aldermen thereupou, in the fall of 
1891, petitioned the county commissioners for authority to lay 
out a street in continuation of Winter Street southerly across 
the railroad and underneath its tracks. This application, how- 
ever, net with opposition from the railroad company, on the 
grounds hereinafter stated, and as the commissioners had no 
power to impose any portion of the necessary expense upon 
the railroad, without its consent, the proceeding was allowed 
to drop. 

A brief statement of the history of the crossing is perhaps 
necessary to explain the position assumed by the Company. 
It was originally reserved in 1839 by Lemuel Pomeroy, as a 
private way in favor of himself and others, in the deed by 
which he conveyed to the Western Railroad the strip of land 
running through his farm, on which that company had located 
its road. The way was never laid out as a highway or town 
way by any competent authority, but the increasing amount of 
travel thereon, keeping pace with the growth of the town in 
its direction, has given it many of the incidents of publie ways. 
The large farm of Mr. Pomeroy, lying on both sides of the 
tracks, and extending on the north side as far west as First 
Street, has been divided and subdivided into a great number 
of small parcels now held by various owners. To each of these 
owners the rights in the crossing reserved by Mr. Pomeroy in 
his deed have probably passed as appurtenant to their lots, 
This is the view which was held by the counsel of the Boston 
& Albany Company, and in eonsequenee of this theory the 
Company determined to oppose the city's application to the 
eounty commissioners, except on condition of the city obtaining 
releases of these rights from every owner of the lands which 
once formed a part of Mr. Pomeroy's farm. Owing to the 
number of such owners it was clearly impossible for the city 
to fulfill this condition. As grade crossings are continual 
sources of possible liability to accidents and consequent dama- 
ges on the part of railroads, the Boston & Albany Company 
professed its readiness to co-operate with the city in doing 
away with that at Morningside. But asa condition precedent 
to contributing towards the cost of a new crossing it reasonably 
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enough insisted on being absolutely relieved from the main- 
tenance of the present one. 

In order to satisfy this condition, a plan was devised and 
submitted to the general counsel of the Company at Boston, by 
a special committee selected by the joint committee of the city 
council on finance. This plan, which met the approval of the 
Company, was an applieation to the legislature for a special 
aet authorizing the city to lay out and construct a street across 
the location of the railroad, underneath its tracks, apportioning 
the eost of the work within its location equally between the 
railroad and the city, and permitting the railroad, on comple- 
tion of the work, to close the present crossing to travel. It 
was further agreed that the act should provide that all private 
rights of way in the grade crossing should then cease, and that 
such damages, if any, as should arise on that account should be 
paid by the city. The committee reported early in February, 
after which several meetings of the city council and of the 
committee on highways were had, at which the selection of a 
suitable route for the new street was discussed. An extension 
of Curtis street was finally determined on, and a petition for 
the purpose was presented to the Legislature. The necessary 
bill was prepared on the lines agreed upon, and after a hearing 
had before the legislative committee, was duly passed and ap- 
proved on April 22. 

Before this line of action was decided on there had been 
some discussion of the possibility of proceeding under chapter 
498 of the Acts of 1890, commonly known as the “ Grade 
Crossing Act." "This act provides that where a publie way and 
a railroad eross each other at grade, application may be made 
to the Superior Court for the appointment of a commission to 
determine upon a suitable plan for a separation of grades, and 
that 65 per cent. of the resulting expense shall be paid by the 
railroad eompany and the remainder apportioned between the 
town or eity and the Commonwealth. "The Boston & Albany 
Company denied the application of this act to the crossing in 
question, contending that it covers only such ways as have been 
duly laid out by some legally constituted authority and does 
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not embrace ways which are public only in the sense of being 
used as such. A further objection was that no decree under 
this act could terminate private rights and so afford the relief 
desired by the Company. On these grounds the Company's 
counsel announced his intention of resisting any attempt to 
apply this act, and in view of the prospect of prolonged litiga- 
tion involved in the situation, and of the certainty that the 
final decision of the court, even if favorable to the city, would 
be reached too late to be of any advantage in the matter of 
sewer construction, it was judged best to pursue the plan in 
which the Company had acquiesced. 

After the passage of the act described above a contract with 
the railroad providing for the construction of a suitable bridge 
was authorized by the city council. Owing to the general 
strike of granite cutters prevailing during the summer the 
commencement of actual work was delayed until late in the 
fall. The work, however, is now nearly completed, and Curtis 
street, although not yet entered upon and worked for travel, 
has been formally laid out by the city council. The street so 
laid extends southerly under the railroad tracks and through 
land of the Foster estate to Silver Lake, thence along the shore 
of the lake and through land of William E. Tillotson to Fourth 
street. Meanwhile the trunk sewer has been completed along 
the line of the new street and underneath the bridge. 

The northeast portion of the city is now assured of a safe 
and convenient mode of access across the railroad, underneath 
a handsome, substantial and commodious bridge, while the city 
has escaped all prospect of liability for damages for laying out 
the street and constructing a sewer therein, with the exception 
of a possible claim on the part of Mr. Tillotson, which, it is 
believed, may be adjusted with very little difficulty. As to the 
provision of the legislative act which imposes on the city the 
duty of paying such damages as may be sustained by persons 
deprived of private rights in the grade crossing, there seems to 
be little ground for apprehension. It is highly improbable 
that any one will be able to establish a legal right in the cross- 
ing and an actual damage in its abolition, both of which prop- 
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ositions must be maintained before the city can have any occa- 
sion for fear.

STEARNSVILLE SOHOOL HOUSE. 


The School Committee decided at the beginning of the year 
to build a new school-house at Stearnsville, which was done at 
an expense of $8,500. The necessity for same will be explained 
in the Sehool Committee's report. 


CIRCULAR AVENUE. 


The long and much perplexing Circular avenue was brought 
early before the City Council of last year and after a number 
of surveys, and much consideration by the City Council it was 
laid and has been graded and sidewalks made. 

There have been some damages claimed, and others may 
make claim. But it was one of the necessary streets to lay, 
and though it may cost the city some payment of damages, 
none I believe will regret the improvement in this street. 


WEST STREET. 


This street should have your early consideration. It has 
been surveyed a number of times and various plans have been 
proposed, but none seems fully to meet the requirement. I 
would recommend the early investigation of the most desirable 
plan and that the street be graded and sidewalks relocated and 
built so that those who now and will contemplate putting up 
buildings may do so. 


NORTH STREET SEWER. 


This is one of the most perplexing matters that will come 
up for your consideration. The existing sewer is a combine 
of surface and house sewerage, and it is at certain times, when 
extremely heavy showers come, inadequate to carry off the 
water, consequently floods many cellars on North street north 
of the railroad bridge. There are some claims for damage now 
pending and I would recommend an early consideration of this 
question. 
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ONOTA BTREET. 

This street running from West street north through the 
cemetery grounds has been graded and sidewalks built on the 
east side of same nearly to Lake avenue at a cost of 
This improvement should be extended to the road leading to 
Peck mill. 


HATHAWAY BROOK. 


The Board of Public Works have built a dam fifteen feet 
high on this stream and from it have laid 4,600 feet of 10-inch 
pipe to intersect with the 16-inch iron pipe below Ashley res- 
ervoir, which it is estimated will increase the water supply 
materially, at an expense of about $9,000. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The pumping station which was built in 1891 at an expense 
of $5,000, is considered to be of very great value, though it 
has not been used this year. It is ready for any emergency 
that may arise, and secures to the city a reserve from which to 
aid the water supply when other supplies fail. It was a very 
wise expenditure of money as is considered by those best qual- 
ified to judge. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The sidewalk on North street from Depot street to the Rail- 
road, bridge has been laid, also a much needed sidewalk has 
been built from Bel Air dam to Taconic bridge. This was 
one of those imperative needs which could no longer be de- 
layed. 

NEW SEWERS. 

The Board of Sewer Commissioners have extended the sys- 
tem of sewerage begun by them in 1891 and have laid during 
the year of 1891, 7,075 feet of brick sewer, 1,404 feet of pipe 
sewer, 


During the year 1892, 12,333 feet of brick sewer. 
46, 365 feet of pipe sewer. 


The total expenditure i in 1891 was $52,470 29 
1892 was 140,000 00 
Making in all 12 72-100 miles of sewer at a total cost of $192,470 29 


The mode of taxation for entering and using the sewer will

no doubt be brought before you and will demand your most 
thoughtful consideration. I would recommend a careful ex- 
amination of the coming report of the Board of Sewer Com- 
missioners. The work contemplated for this year as suggested 
to me by the Sewer: Commissioners, is as follows: An exten- 
sion of the sewer system across the Housatonie river at West 
Housatonic street, taking in the Pomeroy district; across the 
river at the Tannery, taking in the district including Elm, 
High and Newell streets; across the river at Columbus avenue, 
taking in the distriet between West and Linden streets, the 
eompletion of the west trunk sewer as far north as the grist 
mill and taking care of the House of Mercy district, and the 
relaying of the sewer in East street in order to accommodate 
the greater area to be taken care of by this sewer. 


POLICE. 


.. 


The number of police is eighteen, one chief, one captain, 
and sixteen patrolmen. Öne patrolman has been added the 
past year to the force and from the report of the Chief of Po- 
lice you will notice the thoroughness of the work done by the 
police; and I am happy to state that the force has given excel- 
lent service, and has my hearty commendation. Their disci- 
pline is good, and their work has been well performed. 

The Chief of Police has made the following communieation 
to me which I herewith submit. | 

“'The headquarters of this department are inadequate for the 
safe keeping of the large numbers of prisoners, and accommo- 
dation of lodgers cared for the past three years in the present 
limited quarters. There have been 1,282 persons arrested and 
1,878 lodgers cared for at the station during the past year, not 
including the sick and injured persons cared for at the station ; 
some of them for a week or ten days at a time as it was not 
considered safe to send them to the House of Mercy or take 
care of them at their homes. For the accommodation of so 
large a number there is one cell room 9: by 24 feet containing 
eight cells. One small room for women which is also used for 


the sick and injured, and one room 153 by 17% feet for the 
use of lodgers, 
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On many days during the year there have been from eight 
to fifteen prisoners under arrest, and on the fifth of July last 
49 prisoners were confined in the station, all of them drunk 
and disorderly, and ought to have been kept apart until sober. 

There has also been stored at the station about 200 parcels 
containing 114 gallons of intoxieating liquors forfeited by the 
Court, which it has been necessary to lock in cells or keep over 
the cell room in a very small space under the roof, as there is 
no cellar except under the office which is only large enough to 
contain the boiler and coal bin. 

I would therefore most respectfully recommend that an ap- 
propriation be made to extend the present cell room on the 
west side to the land owned by the First church and to the 
rear of the present cell room and also to place a cellar under 
that portion of the cell room, for the storage of intoxicating 
‘liquors seized by the department and all other property brought 
to the station for safe keeping, and build another story on the 
whole rear part which will make room enough to place five 
new cells down stairs and eight cells, two rooms for female 
prisoners, one detention room, one hospital room for the tem- 
porary care of the sick and injured and one padded cell for 
the violent and insane persons." 

I have with the Committee on Police the past year examined 
the Station house and had plans made but it was deferred on 
aecount of the appropriations having been made and with the 
probability, that with the other necessary improvements that 
the city was making, the fund in miscellaneous aecount would 
be insufficient to build it. 

I would urgently recommend your very early consideration 


of this. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


From the report of the Chief Engineer the following items 
of interest are given:

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To all of which the department responded. 

The telegraph alarm is all in good repair and has given 
entire satisfaction. The system consists of 31 alarm boxes, 20 
miles of wire with all the necessary alarm bells, indicators, tap- 
pers, and repeaters, alarm bell striker on the tower of the First 
Congregational church, and 150 battery cells. 

The department consists of 1 chief, 3 assistants, 1 lineman 
and steward, 75 firemen, 17 of whom are bunkers and sleep in 
the different fire companies’ houses. There are 3 steamers with 
hose cart aud 1 supply cart with 1,000 feet of extra hose, 1 
hook and ladder truck, new or nearly so, one old truck which 
is kept for extra use, one protective wagon carrying fire ex- 
tinguishers, also rubber canvass covers and sundry implements 
for the fire Protectives, also one extra hose cart in store house. 
There are 9,150 feet of cotton rubber lined hose, of which 8,150 
feet are reported in good order and 1,000 feet in poor condition. 
2,150 feet of new hose has been purchased the past year. 
There has been laid at fires 20,000 feet within the last year. 

Number 1 house is not in such condition as it should be. 


Number 2 house occupied by No. 2 Engine Company and 
Hook and Ladder Company is in a very poor condition. 


Number 3 house reported in good condition. 


Protectives’ quarters in old store house reported in poor 
condition. 

The horses are furnished by the different livery stables by 
an arrangement receiving pay, so much for every call out, and 
this is reported by the Chief Engineer as in his judgment the 
best arrangement for such service. 

Water supply for fires both from hydrants and tanks, as is 
reported, has been ample for all demands, except in streets 
where the main pipe is four-inch. There it is very inadequate. 
I still would recommend the further consideration of building 
a tank near E. D. Jones & Co.'s machine shop. The applian- 
ces for putting out fires, such as engines, hook and ladders, 
Protectives’ apparatus, fire alarms, water supply, both hydrant, 
tanks and hose, should be of the best and most complete, and 
I believe they are. 


There have been some changes made in the organization of 
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each company, the number being limited to 15 men and an or- 
dinance has been passed granting pay per hour for their ser- 
vice, which plan has been very successful in its operation and 
giving great satisfaction to the men themselves and resulting 
in very much more efficient service being rendered to the city. 

As will be seen by the Chief Engineer's report the great 
necessity for this department is a new engine house to accom- 
modate No. 1 and 2 Engine Companies, Hook and Ladder, and 
Protectives, so that they have suitable quarters for the machines. 
and decent and respectable rooms for the bunkers. I do nt 
believe that the citizens of this city desire that the department 
consisting of the companies as named, shall longer be required 
to remain in such quarters as are now occupied by them. I 
most urgently recommend the consideration of this need at a 


very early date. 
POOR DEPARTMENT. 


According to Superintendent Dimick's report there are 40 
inmates at Alms House, sane and insane. The male insane 
rooms are full and running over and some are being kept in 
the female department. Rooms should be provided for the 
males as soon as possible. 

The rooms in the sane department are all occupied, and dur- 
ing the winter months the house is overcrowded. Additional 
rooms should be provided the coming year. Two hospital 
rooms to accommodate the chronic cases or aged persons con- 
fined to their beds, for male and female, and a room large 
enough for 2 or 3 beds each. 

The expenses for 11 months have been $4,333.37. $1,088.11 
was appropriated by the city for the building of a wind-mill 
and laying pipe some 50 rods to a tank in the attic of the Alms 
House for use in the house and fire purposes, with hose to 
conduct water to any part of the house. Additional pipe tor 
steam heating has been put in some rooms that had not been 


piped before. 
OUTSIDE POOR. 


There were 107 families of 291 persons aided the last eleven 
months, of whom nine families belonging to the city were liv- 
ing in other parts of the state. Sixteen families belonged to 
other cities and towns. Twenty-four families had no settle- 
ment in the state and were charged to the Commonwealth. 
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Three persons were on full support and two partial at the 
School of the Feeble-Minded. Eleven were at the State Insane 
Asylums.

There are two at Northampton Insane Asylum, twenty-four 
soldiers’ widows and children, most of whom are living in the 
city, others in other parts of the state, were aided from the 
relief fund ($1,500.00) to the amount of $1,434.67. 

There have been permanent improvements made at the Alms 
House as you will see on examination of the Overseers of the 
Poor report, and they will ask that the Alms House be en- 
larged 80 as to accommodate the overflowing numbers there, 
which I certainly recommend for your consideration.

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SEWER LOAN. 


The city has borrowed on account of the sewer construction 
in 1891 $47,000.00 at 472 per cent. all due. For 1892 $144,- 
000.00, eleven thousand of which is at 4 per cent., and is now 
due, and $32,000.00 at 4 per cent., due June Ist, 1893. One 
hundred thousand at 374 per cent., due June Ist, 1893. Mak- 
ing a total that will have to be taken care of on or before June 
Ist, 1893, of $191,000.00, and I would recommend that in the 
early part of the year measures be taken to fund this amount 
and an additional amount, sufficient to meet the expenditures 
in the extension of sewers this year, which will require funding, 
say $250,000.00 for sewer loan. Also note of $10,000.00 on 
account of Hathaway brook extension, borrowed at 312 per 
cent., payable June 1st, 1893, will need to be funded. 


SCHOOLS. 


There has been built & school-house at Stearnsville; School 
street school-house has been removed and it is with great satis- 
faction that I call your attention to School Committee's comin 
report. Never, as I believe, have the schools of Pittsfield 
been as well organized and equipped with an efficient superin- 
tendent and teachers as now, as is evinced by the rapid progress 
that the schools have made. 

Had you been at the Coliseum on Columbus day and wit- 
nessed the gathering of at least two thousand of Pittsfield 
scholars, and heard them sing and observed the discipline, you 
could not but have been delighted with and proud of Pittsfield 
children as I was, and from the reports of all the teachers the 
attendance never was as good and the scholarship as high in all 
its branches as it has been the past year. We can not do too 
much for the education of our children. Give a boy or girl 
that and with a reasonable amount of health they are well 
equipped for entering into the responsible duties of life. 

hile I would not encourage extravagance I would do all that 
can be done to aid and encourage our children to get a well 
Brome and solid basis for a moral and intellectual character. 

et us appropriate such a sum as will commend itself to your 
approval without stint to this end. 

n conclusion allow me to say, I have laid before you some 
of the things to which your attention will be called, and while 
I desire that certain improvements be made I will here and 
now say I do desire that we do not expend more than the in- 
come from our present rate of taxation which is 11 79-100, 
and would most strenuously oppose the running the city in 
debt. Let us act prudently, wisely, and judiciously and rec- 
ognize the fact that we are simply stewards, acting for every 
citizen, and without fear or favor, do our whole duty.

In order to comprehend the significance of this table, 
it is necessary to go back of the year 1892 a little. 

By this table it will be seen that the ratio of increase in 
school population is not so great as that of the increase of 
current expenses. The cost per pupil has not been greatly 
increased. This increase of current expenses is owing toin- 
crease in the salaries of teachers, increase in the number of 
teachers, the higher salary of superintendent, the employ- 
ment of a truant officer, and the occupation of the commo- 
dious Linden street and Morningside school buildings, the 
first releasing the pupils from the dangers that lurked at 
Union street and Francis avenue, and the last providing 
for the rapidly growing population in its vicinity. 

The Linden street building was first occupied during 
the school year ending April, 1890, and Morningside is now 
passing its second year. The cost of heating, ventilation 
and care of the Linden street houseis much greater than 
the cost of heating and care of the two old houses, (they 
had no ventilation) probably more than fourfold greater, 
and there is nothing to show for it but increase of comfort 
and convenience, and consequently better health, and better 
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educational facilities every way for the children in attend- 
ence there. The Morningside building is substantially an 
addition to our &ccommodations, not a substitute for build- 
ings abandoned. 

In the year 1889-90 Supt. Day said in his report : “The 
additions made to salaries of teachers will raise the annual 
pay roll nearly $3,500, and will, temporarily at least, relieve 
the town from the unpleasant distinction of paying the low- 
est average salaries in the state, for towns of 10,000 inhab- 
itants. We now" (Aprill. 1890) ‘‘stand next to the lowest." 
A fitting record of a good work done. The present commit- 
tee have made an effort to still further remove the reproach 
and have added to the salaries of the teachers during the 
last eighteen months asfollows: High school, $550; gram- 
mar, $700 ; intermediate, $420; primary, $1,160; a total of 
$2,830; all to teachers in service in June,1891, with one excep- 
tion at the high school. We assume that the citizens of 
Pittsfield are able and willing to pay the cost of comfort- 
able, convenient and healthful conditions for their chil- 
dren in school, and to teachers a just compensation for 
their services, The opening of Morningside school has 
also made it necessary to increase the number of teachers. 
The pay of janitors, including the Morningside school, has 
heen increased $500. Much the larger part of the in- 
crease in school expenses is thus accounted for. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The increased cost of maintaining the High School is 
not difficult of explanation. The new class numbers 90 
pupils and is divided into three sections, each of which re- 
quires the same amount of attention on the part of the 
teachers, in some respects, as would be required if it con- 
stituted an entire class. Ninety scholars, or forty-five, in 
one class, are too many for one recitation. The committee 
therefore thought it advisable to employ another teacher 
and appointed Mr. Gimlich. When he resigned at the close of 
the fall term, the need of the additional teacher remained, 
and Miss Dibble was engaged at a salary of $600 per annum. 
We are not disposed to enter into any argument to justify 
this action. There are those probably who will strenuously 
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contend that this is a perfectly needless expenditure, and 
therefore unwise. Wedo not claim to be endowed with in- 
finite wisdom, but, in the exercise of the discretion vested 
in us, and having regard to the best results, we have deem- 
ed it advisable to make this additional outlay. 


GERMAN. 


We do not know when the study of German was intro- 
duced at the high school. It was before our time. When 
the former teacher of German resigned and provision was 
to be made for teaching that branch we felt that it would 
be a great gain to have the services of one who had a speak- 
ing knowledge of that language. 

The results seen in the attainments of the German class- 
es fully justify the committee. Twice each week the in- 
structor in German devotes three hours to his duties at the 
school, and for the atcommodation of some pupils whose 
other recitations conflict in time with the German, two 
hours at his house. Each recitation necessitates the revis- 
ion and correction of numerous written exercises, a task 
tedious and difficult, and consuming more time than the 
work in the class room. If German is to be taught at the 
high school, we shall certainly favor teaching it well. It 
had not occurred to us to measure the value of this kind of 
service solely or chiefly by the time spent in doing it. 

We are in hearty sympathy with every citizen who 
wishes to see this school made most profitable to the great- 
est number of pupils. It should do all its work well, turn- 
ing out candidates for college or for the technical school 
well fitted. But its principal work, so far as numbers are 
concerned, is for those whose school days end with this 
course—probably ninety-five per cent. of its membership. 
A. high school maintained at the public expense ought to be 
so conducted as to meet in the best possible manner the 
needs of this great majority of its pupils. What studies 
should be pursued, at what age pupils should begin them, 
how much time should be given them each week, how they 
can be divided into courses of study, how these courses can 
be best distributed over the high school period, what course 
is best for the pupil fitting for college, and how his course 
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should differ from that taken by one who intends to enter & 
school of technology, or from that best meeting the wants of 
one who expects to end his school days with the high school 
course,—these are questions now under consideration 
by prominent educators with a view to securing more prac- 
tical results. The ideal high school course has not yet been 
laid out. 
TRUANT OFFICER. 


We have appointed a truant officer at a salary of $600. 
In doing this we intended more than a merely nominal 
compliance with the statute. We meant to secure the en- 
forcement of the laws of the commonwealth against 
truancy. All efforts to carry out the requirements of the 
statutes in regard to truants have in the past brought but 
meager results. We have tried the plan of having an 
officer whose first and special duty it is to look after 
truants. During the year the number of truants has been 
52, number of cases of truancy, 138; truants brought into 
court, 8; parents brought into court, 4. We attribute the 
comparatively small number of truant cases to close atten- 
tion to business on the part of the truant officer. Teachers 
have volunteered the opinion that the attendance has been 
better than ever before, the percentage of attendance hav- 
ing been brought up to 92. The worst cases of last year 
are regular in attendance this year, showing a corrective 
tendency in the plan adopted. "The present truants are a 
new class. The salary of this officer has not been increased 
since his first appointment. He has been designated to 
take the census of children of schoolage next May, for 
which he is to receive the usual compensation of $100. He 
was appointed not for the enforcement of penalties, but to 
prevent truancy. He is simply a truant officer, whose 
time, when not occupied with truant business, is at the 
command of the committee. He is not an assistant super- 
intendent any more than a carpenter employed to make 
repairs is one. 

DRAWING. 


The teacher of drawing is now paid $36.75 more per 
year than was paid to her predecessor for her last year of 
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service. For her first year she was paid $163.25 less. The 
work ofthis teacher is thoroughly well done on broad 
lines, systematically, intelligently and effectively. It is 
done in à way to call forth favorable criticism from com- 
petent judges. The compensation in this field necessarily 
follows the law that governs in all lines. There is no ple- 
thora in the market of this quality and kind of instruction. 
No one of the entire corps of teachers devotes more time to 
her work. During school hours her time is devoted to in- 
struction in the school rooms. Numerous lessons are given 
to the teachers in classes after school hours. 

All but three or four of those who attended the 
evening drawing schoollast winter were pupils from the 
High school or teachers in the public schools. They are 
better provided for in another way. When the drawing 
teacher was engaged for another year it was expressly 
agreed that she should not be under obligation to give in- 
struction at the evening school. It was to be under her 
supervision. The other work demanding her attention 
was all that could reasonably be expected of her. The 
time devoted to actual work with her classes, making no 
account of time devoted to preparation, largely exceeds 
that of any other teacher engaged in our schools. The or- 
ganization and systematic development of a plan of teach- 
ing drawing in our schools scattered over a wide area, has 
been a work of no little magnitude. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mr. Edwards was re-elected superintendent at a salary 
of $2100. This action of the committee has been sharply 
criticised by some as extravagant. A statement was made 
a few days since showing that the committee had followed 
the methods usual in like cases. They fully informed 
themselves as to his antecedents as a student, teacher and 
superintendent. They found him to be a man of undoubt- 
ed ability and excellent reputation and with an experience 
in school superintendence which fitted him for the work 
needing to be done in our schools. A year’s trial con- 
vinced us we were not mistaken. A few express dis- 
satisfaction. Statements have been made and epithets in- 
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dulged in, that are hardly in order in the discussion of im- 
portant public questions, and certainly not favorable to 
the reaching of just conclusions. lt now appears that our 
crities were talking about one thing, and the committee 
about another. In a recent issue a city paper says, “There 
must be superintendence of a degree to represent officially 
the committee, and to have certain authority in carrying 
on the school work." If that is a fair representation of 
the scope of a superintendent's work, no $2100, nor 
$1500, nor $1200 man is needed. That definition touches 
no essential part of a superindentent's work. He does 
officially represent the committee and has such authority, 
but if that is all or nearly all that is needed, any good busi- 
ness man, though he knows nothing of superintendence, 
might as well be employed. We have encountered this 
notion on the street, and in the shop, but we did not ex- 
pect to meet with it in the culunins of a paper which for a 
century has shone and now ''Shines for all.” 

There is on the subject of school supervision a good 
deal of indifference in the community. Progress has al- 
ways to contend with inertia. It is useless to find fault 
with it; it is simply to be overcome. No success can be 
expected in any business without thorough supervision by 
one who understands it. This is seen everywhere, in 
manufacturing, mercantile business, in railroading, in en- 
gineering and building, in all kinds of business. Every 
where there are men whose sole buginess is supervision. 
But when à town or city freely votes its money for the 
young, there are those who do not see why there need be 
this costly supervision.  Pittsfield in 1892 voted $54,000 for 
school purposes and committed its expenditure to 14 men 
all busy with their own affairs from year's end to year's 
end. a 

Could they do a wiser thing than to appoint a fully 
competent man to see to it constantly, that the city gets 
the worth of its money. lt was obviously the correct 
thing to do. We intended to provide more than that de- 
degree of superintendence which would officially represent 
the committee and have certain authority to carry on 
school work. Of course some would differ from us in opin- 
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ion, but we were bound to serve the city tothe best of our 
ability, and we would have fallen far below our duty had 
we contented ourselves with so narrow a performance. 

In superintendence there is no occasion for ‘‘bossing.” 
Authority, as representing the committee, the superin- 
tendent undoubtedly has, and if in carrying out the wishes 
of the committee and their fellow citizens, he comes in con- 
Diet with a teacher's opinions or prejudices, his authority 
must prevail, and will be sustained by the committee. 
School supervision touches or should touch the school 
work at all points. It has to do with the course of study, 
proper grading of pupils, the right arrangement of studies 
with reference to the natural development of the faculties, 
with everything that bears upon the end and purpose of 
our schools, the training of our youth to worthy and in- 
telligent citizenship. It aims to prevent the waste of the 
publie money by securing the appointment of competent 


teachers. By thorough supervision we aim to secure the 
best possible results for the money expended. The State 


Board of Education has long felt the need of adequate 
supervision, and for years urged it upon the Legislature, 
until in 1888 a measure was passed providing for it. The 
56th annual report just issued says, ‘‘ The number of small 
towns now organized into superintendent districts is 124, 
the number of schools embraced in these districts is 1410. 
Nearly 80 per cent. of all our publie schools, numbering 
7336, are now under trained supervision." See Pittsfield 
Sun, Jan. 26. This statement shows the trend of public 
opinion on this subject. We do not propose to enter into 
any argument to justify ourselves before an intelligent 
publie for our efforts to provide thorough supervision for 
our schools. We believed we have secured it, we see 
the proofs of it daily, and confidently look for increasingly 
good results. 

We ask an appropriation for the maintenance of the 
public schools of this city for the year 1893 of $57,000. We 
do this in the interest of what seems to us true economy. 
The actual pay roll for teachers, added to the actual ex- 
penses for other items in 1892, and deducting $800 from 
the contingent account for that year, gives a sum but 
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little short of $57,000, as will be fully set forth by our 
representative when he shall be called upon to do so. 
We,in common with our fellow citizens,are tax payers, 
and gladly share with them the pecuniary burdens that 
must be borne in doing our full duty to the schools of 
Pittsfield. 
NEW SCHOOL BUILDING AT STEARNSVILLK. 


During the last year the city has built at Stearnsville 
a substantial school house, which was first occupied at the 
beginning of 18983. The number of pupils now in. attend- 
ance there is 130, the number of Grammar school pupils 
43. The cost of transportation of pupils to the centre is 
saved, and all the children of suitable age at Osceola, 
Barkerville and Shaker Depot are within reach of Gram- 
mar school privileges. One teacher at Osceola is now 
sufficient, and one at Barkerville. 


THE SCHOOLS AND THE LIBRARY. 


We callespecial attention to the effort made by Mr. 
Edwards to make the free library more serviceable to the 
school children, and we may say, to our citizens generally. 
It may not strike everybody so, but in our opinion it is an 
exceedingly valuable service. To itis to be attributed the 
largely increased use of the books of the library, amount- 
ing to more than 5000 volumes additional, and the greater 
call for the better class of books. In behalf of the schools 
and the community he has our thanks. 


RECEPTION OF THE 10TH REGIMENT AND CELEBRATION OF 
COLUMBUS DAY. 


Two days of special interest in connection with our 
schools have signalized the year 1892—the reception ac- 
corded so the veterans of the valiant 10th Regiment, and 
the celebration of Columbus Day, in both of which the 
children participated, and in the last of which they were 
the principal actors. They learned lessons of patriotism 
broader and deeper than books can teach. "Their appear- 
ance upon the streets of the city was very creditable to 
them, and was to our citizens an impressive object lesson, 
bringing home to all the vast importance of our public 
school interests. 
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NEW RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Early in the year the work of preparing new rules 
and regulations for the government of the Board and all 
persons connected with the schools was entrusted to a 
special committee. The committee devoted much time 
and labor to the performance of this duty and reported to 
the Board in June the rules and regulations which are now 
in force. 


PUBLIC CRITICISM. 


A few words to fair minded people. We confidently 
expect to be judged by you fairly. We do not object to fair 
criticism—we desireit. But wedoobjecttolanguage which 
charges public officials of fair average reputation for 
common honesty, with intentional deception, or, in plain 
Saxon, lying. Illustration: “The committee’s whitewash- 
ing hardly satisfies the people." This reminds us of. the 
famous proclimation of the three London tailors, beginning, 
“We the people.” 

Had the editor read intelligently the table which he 
criticises, and desired to represent us truthfully, he would 
not have charged us with using the facts for fifteen months 
to make the last year of the town appear as bad as possible. 

The table stated plainly as follows:

That is, we stated the facts for nine months, and fol- 
lowed them with a statement for the same year completed, 
partly under the town and partly under the city govern- 
ment. 

We are charged with not paying the debts of the 
schools. The editor says, ‘‘Thisis the interesting thing 
about the last year's business. They say superintendent, 
1975." 

He was paid to the end of his first year at the rate of 
$1800, and for the balance of the year at the rate of $2100. 
His first year ended May 25th. He was paid from Jan. 1, 
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1892 to Jan. 1, 1893, $1975 and was God in full. "These are 
only specimens of the rubbish recklessly tossed about these 
last few weeks. 

Every figure and statement put forth by the commit- 
tee is correct to a cent, unless it has been twisted in pub- 
lishing, either by mistake or intention. | 

There is no excuse for these misrepresentations. We 
have nothing to conceal. The newspapers have been furn- 
ished the facts freely, when asked for, and any possible 
obscurity of statement we are glad to explain. 

As for extravagance, we are payingonly fair prices for 
competent service. | 

Have our critics gone into the market, and based their 
estimates on facts, or do they depend on the suggestions of 
their inner consciousness? Have they visited the schools 
and seen for themselves what they are doing, or are they 
merely the mouth piece of those that have a grievance? 
But admitting that the opinion of the omniscient editor is 
demonstration complete of the extravagance of the com- 


mittee, does it follow that itis chargeable to the meanest 
motives? Would it not be quite in order, when any one 
hears that any body or any thing is going wrong, to make 
inquiry and ascertain the facts? 

Our principle is, the schools first, then the teacher. 
The schools are for the benefit of the community. If one 
is believed to be à good teacher, that teacher is wanted, 
whether coming from Maine or Texas. 

If not a good teacher she is not wanted, even if she is 
a resident of Pittsfield. Other things being equal, the ap- 
plicant from Pittsfield receives the preference. We have 
not published all or any of the reasons for our action in 
the cases of unsuccessful applicants. Blame us if you will. 

In closing we ask to he criticised fairly. Give us 
credit for a little common sense, a little common honesty, 
a little decency, a little regard for what is honorable and 
of good report.

COMMENTS ON STATISTICS. 


The statistics of enrollment and attendance for the year 
are gratifying in many respects. The whole enrollment in 
the day schools has been 3721, an increase of 184 over the 
preceding year; the average number belonging 3043, an 
increase of 235 ; the average daily attendance 2802, an in- 
crease of 235. The ratio of attendance to the average 
membership was 92.1 per cent., a larger percentage than 
has been reported for ten years, notwithstanding the fact 
that contagious diseases have prevailed. Under ordinary 
conditions the percentage would have been considerably 
higher. 

There were less cases of actual tardiness and dismissal 
than in the previous year. The large decrease in the for- 
mer was due chiefly to the exertions of teachers and tru- 
ant officer, who have realized for a long time that special 
effort should be made to emphasize the importance of 
prompt and regular attendance. Teachers have been 
cautioned repeatedly not to use any undue pressure for 
the purpose of securing a high percentage and pupils have - 
understood that it was better to receive the advantages of 
a part of the session than to lose all merely for the sake of 
a record. 

. Itis quite as important that promptness in the per- 
formance of duty be taught children as any lessons con- 
tained in the text books, and the school that does not in- 
sist upon regularity and promptness on the part of the 
pupils fails in a large measure in its duty. In the Appen- 
dix will be found the names of those pupils who have 
been neither absent nor tardy during the several terms of 
the year. 

As regards corporal punishment the number of cases 
reported in the preceding years has been diminished nearly 
one-half, while the general discipline of the schools has 
improved. | 

More care than usual has been taken to notify parents 
of the work done by their children. The results have

been generally satisfactory, and parents, asa rule, have 
been anxious to co-operate with teachers in their efforts to 
make the school work profitable. The number of visitors 
has been nearly double that of 1891. Asa result of more 
frequent visits by parents to the schools and a better 
understanding of the work that is being done, fewer com- 
plaints are made at the office from month to month. 
Parents and friends are always welcome visitors in any 
school-room. 


BUILDINGS AND ACCOMMODATIONS. 


A new four-room school house has been built at 
Stearnsville during the year. The new building takes the 
place of the old one that is no longer used. It will meet 
all demands for school purposes in that section of the city 
for many years to come. The building will accommodate 
nearly 200 pupils, and is well lighted, well warmed, and 
well ventilated. It was occupied January 4, 1893, the 
school numbering 130 pupils.’ | 

School accommodations in other parts of the city are 
unequal to our needs. The Primary schools at Linden 
street, Orchard street, Fenn street and Morningside are so 
crowded that a new building will soon be required in the 
north part of the city. The completion of two rooms on 
the third floor in the Linden street school would doubtless 
remove the necessity of a new building for a year or two, 
though some provision must soon be made for accommo- 
dating the children in the south east part of the city. A 
Primary schoolis very much needed in that section. I 
would also suggest the advisability of consolidating the 
schools in the Tracy and Sikes districts by moving the 
Tracy school house to some point near the junction of the 
New Lenox road and the road running east and west. An 
improvement was made by the City Government in the 
summer at the Center school in having the building turned 
so as to face on Dunham street, rather than on Allen 
avenue. Asa result of the change the recitation rooms 
are better lighted and the pupils are to some extent re- 
moved from the evil influences necessarily surrounding the 
police station. 
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TEACHERS AND SALARIES. 


The whole number of teachers employed, including the 
nine pupil teachers of the Training school, is ninety-one. 
Of this number eighty are residents of Pittsfield, sixty 
were educated in our schools, thirty-seven are graduates of 
the Training school, fourteen of State Normal schools and 
five of colleges. Sixteen teachers have either resigned or 
declined an appointment during the year. Eight of the 
new teachers employed are non-residents—two from New 
York, one from Vermont, one from Maine, and four from 
towns in Massachusetts. Local talent has been given the 
preference in every case where efficiency and experience 
would permit. 

If you wish the schools of the city to take high rank 
or even to compare favorably with those in other New 
England cities, it is none too soon to call a halt in the em- 
ployment of untrained and unskilled teachers in any de- 
partment of educational work. Vacancies should be filled 
by experienced or professionally trained teachers. If the 
local supply of the right kind of material is not sufficient 
to meet the demand, then in justice to the children com- 
mitted to our care, let us get the best teachers we can for 
our money, whenever and wherever we are able. The 
schools are established solely for the children, and every 
decision of those in charge of the educational affairs of the 
city should be based, without fear or favor, on the promo- 
tion of the pupil's interest, and on nothing else. 

Now is the time, I earnestly believe, to adhere firmly 
to the practice of regarding education, ability and fitness 
for the work, and these qualities ALONE, in the selection of 
teachers. The day has long since passed when the mere 
knowledge of the “Three R's,” so called, was deemed 
sufficient equipment for the common school teacher. The 
ever increasing demand to-day, in all departments of life, 
is for broader scholarship, higher character, and more cul- 
ture and refinement. The best informed and most ex- 
perienced teachers are none too good for the primary 
grades, and the compensation allowed should be as liberal 
as the city can afford. 

Pittsfield ought not expect to secure desirable teachers 
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for a less price than their services command in other Massa- 
chusetts cities. 
TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The Training school, in a city where the sentiment is 
strong for the employment of “home talent," is necessarily 
the most important in the school department. For various 
reasons in a corps of teachers as large as ours vacancies 
will occur, and in order to fill these in the most desirable 
manner it is necessary that there be good material avail- 
able. 

During the year pupil-teachers, without exception, 
having been made familiar with the demands of each 
grade, have taken charge of rooms and have carried for- 
ward the work in a most creditable manner whenever 
substitute teachers have been required. 

Graduates of the school who are the equal of other 
available candidates should be given the preference when 
there are vacancies to be filled, though the city should not 
be considered as under any obligation to furnish situations 
to graduates who do not give promise of becoming teachers 
of power. This school should, and I believe does, give a 
training to the future teachers that fully compensates 
them for services rendered. While it may have been ex- 
pedient to pay salaries to pupil-teachers when the school 
was being established, there is no good reason for continu- 
ing the practice with future classes. I would therefore 
recommend that at the beginning of the next school year 
regular teachers be appointed for the several rooms at the 
Training school, and that pupil-teachers serve without 
salary. The school should be supplied with regular 
teachers, so that the work with the children would be done 
as well without a training class as with it. Young ladies 
enter the school, as they would the State Normal, for their 
own benefit, not for the benefit of the city, and the teach- 
ing that they do, is done that they may learn how to teach, 
therefore no salary should be given. 


SPECIAL SUBJECTS. 
READING. | 
No part of our course of instruction needs more 
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thoughtful consideration than reading. Apparently an 
easy study to teach, it is, in reality, one of the most diffi- 
cult. Our chief aim has been not only to give the pupil 
the ability to grasp quickly, fully and accurately the 
thought of the printed page, but also to enable him, in a 
pleasant and natural manner, to impart to others the full 
significance of the thought. Better results would be se- 
cured in this important branch of study if & modification 
of the material supplied were made. 

Books more complete in themselves should be substi- 
tuted for the Third, Fourth and Fifth Readers which are 
filled with detached fragments of literature. Suitable 
works from our best authors would cost no more than the 
books now used. 

ARITHMETIC. 


In arithmetic teachers have emphasized the importance 
of accuracy and rapidity in solution of simple problems. 
Less attention than usual has been given to those sub- 
jects that are rarely met with in practical daily life. 
Elaborate and complicated processes have been earnestly 
condemned. Mental arithmetic, involving simple num- 
bers and brief operations, has preceded all written work. 
Practical results have been sought in all the grades. 
* Every day business" problems have been introduced. 


LANGU AGE. 


There has been marked improvement in the language 
work of the schools, although the results are by no means 
wholly satisfactory. "Teachers have recognized that pro- 
ficiency in the use of the English language can be obtained 
in no other way than by constant practice in oral and 
written expression. Pupils have been trained to observe 
and to think. The best efforts on all occasions have been 
required. An abundant supply of material for daily ex- 
ercises in talking or writing has been afforded, while 
technical grammar has been made subordinate and aux- 
iliary to the chief objects sought. 


HISTORY. 


The course of study provides for United States history 
in the three Grammar grades. As many pupils leave 
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school before they reach the grades in which history is 
taught, they receive no instruction in this important 
branch. Provision ought to be made for historical read- 
ing as early as the beginning of the fifth year. No safer 
reading can be given a boy or girlthan history. Its es- 
sential features may be learned at an early age. Events 
have been studied in their relations and in the light of 
their causes. The topical method has been pursued, and 
the work done has not been confined to any particular text 
book. Pupils have been encouraged to search for infor- 
mation in reference books and the public library. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


The benefit derived from the study of geography de- 
pends largely upon the way in which itis taught. No 
subject more readily betrays a teacher'slack of prepara- 
tion for the recitation than this. With a few exceptions 
our teachers have made the study a source of absorbing 
interest as well as of great educational value. Less at- 
tention has been given to the dry details which are soon 
forgotten, and more to those features that are important. 
Memory map-drawing has been made a means and not an 
end. Rapid sketches of countries have been required at 
every stage of the work, comparing one country with an- 
other and showing in what respects they are similar or 
different and why. Effects have been traced to their 
causes. Maps, pictures, globes, history, travel, exploits, 
adventures, descriptions, literature and physical geography 
have been called into requisition, whenever they would 
contribute to a better understanding of the subject matter. 
Geographical facts and historical events have been closely 
associated. 

MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


The instruction in music and drawing has been given 
under conditions very similar to those of last year. These 
branches are discussed by the special teachers, whose re- 
ports have been submitted for your careful consideration. 
Your attention is earnestly invited to the report of the 
teacher of drawing in the hope that members of the com- 
mittee and others who are interested, may read it and thus 
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understand more fully the scope and character of the work 
being done. 
HIGH SCHOOL. 


The work in this school has been performed faithfully 
by teachers and pupils, and the results secured are gratify- 
ing. The steady increase in numbers is evidence that the 
school is becoming better appreciated. The course of 
study has been followed and each subject has received its 
allotted time and attention. (See principals report for 
particulars.) 

SCHOOL AND LIBRARY. 


It has been my purpose, aided by the teachers and 
the librarian, to bring the use of the public library into 
intimate relation with the work of the schools, thereby cre- 
ating a desire in the pupils for good reading, and thus cul- 
tivating a taste for that which is best in literature. At 
the beginning ofthe year a small catalogue, containing 
lists of several hundred books suitable for the different 
grades of the schools, was prepared and circulated quite 
generally among the pupils. This catalogue has been 
supplemented from time to time by lists of books published 
in the local papers. f 

That we have been in some degree successful in arous- 
ing an interest in the better class of reading, the report of 
the librarian in June affords abundant proof. 

The large increase in the number of books given out 
was attributed chiefly to the earnest desire of pupils to be- 
come better acquainted with the contents of standard 
works. The thought, not of how much but how well, has 
been the rule by which teachers have sought to guide 
their scholars in pursuing a course of reading. Frequent 
book reviews, as well as written outlines and descriptions, 
have been required, never forgetting that *?tis thought and 
digestion which make books serviceable and give health 
and vigor to the mind." "The best results, however, can- 
not now be estimated, as the reading habit thus fostered 
unquestionably will have effect upon the lives of some 
, children who otherwise might never have been touched by 
the influence of good literature. 
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This growing desire for books and for investigation is 
one of the most hopeful signs among our pupils. In a 
few of the schools something has been accomplished 
toward the formation of reference libraries. Pupils and 
teachers have shown & commendable spirit in starting this 
work, and it is hoped that at the close of another year the 
nucleus of a library will be found in each of the larger 
buildings. 

To encourage teachers in their praiseworthy efforts I 
would advise a small annual appropriation for the pur- 
chase of books that will inspire pupils to search for matter 
supplemental or correlative to the study of literature, his- 
tory, geography and science. If it does not seem advisable 
to make the appropriation suggested, I would reccommend 
the expenditure of tuition money, if allowable, for the 
purpose named. 

I quote the following extracts from a magazine article 
(Atlantic for June 1890) by Charles Dudley Warner, which 
fully explains some of the principles we are trying to ap- 
ply in our reading. 

“But the reading need not be confined to the classics nor to the master- 
pieces of literature. Natural History. generally the most fascinating of 
subjects, can be taught; interest in flowers and trees and birds,and the habits 
of animals, can be awakened by reading essays of literary men on these top- 
ics, as they never can be by the dry text books. The point I wish to make is 
that real literature for the young, literature which is almost absolutely neg- 
lected in the public schools, except in a scrappy way as a reading exercise, is 
the best open door to the development of the mind and to knowledge of all 
sorts. The unfolding of a Greek myth leads directly to art, to love of beauty, 
to knowledge of history, to an understanding of ourselves. But whatever 
the beginning is, whether classic myth, an Homeric epic, a play of Sophocles, 
the story of the life and death of Socrates, a mediaeval legend, or any gen- 
uine piece of literature from the time of Virgil down to our own it may not 
so much matter (except tbat it is better to begin with the ancients in order to 
gain a proper perspective), —whatever the beginning is, it should be the best 
literature. 'The best is not too good for the youngest child. Simplicity, 
which commonly characterizes greatness, is of course essential. But never 
was a greater mistake made than in thinking thata youthful mind needs 
watering with the slops ordinarily fed to it. Even children in the kinder- 
garten are eager for Whittier's * Barefoot Boy" and Longfellow's “Hiawatha.” 
It requires, I repeat, little more pains to create a good taste in reading than 
a bad taste. The notion that literature can be taken up as a branch of edu- 
cation, and learned at the proper time and when other studies permit, is one ` 
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of the most farcical in our scheme of education. It is only matched in 
absurdity by the current idea, that literature is something separate and apart 
from general knowledge. It mnst be kept in mind that reading, silent read- 
ing done by the scholar, is not learning signs and calling words; it is getting 
thought. If children are to get thought, they should be served with the best, 
—that which will not only be true, but appeal so naturally to their minds that 
they will prefer it to all meaner stuff. * * * To give itis notto interrupt 
the acquisition of other knowledge; itis literally to open the door to all 
knowledge. When this truth is recognized in the common schools, and lit- 
erature is given its proper place, not ony for the development of the mind, 
but as the most easily opened door to history, art, science, general intelli- 
gence, we shall see the taste of thereading publie in the United States under- 
going a mighty change. It will not care for the fiction it likes at present, 
and which does little more tban enfeeble its powers." 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


These schools were in session 13 weeks during the 
year. The opening of an Evening school at Russell’s, as 
recommended, was a move in the right direction. This 
school has been fairly well attended ; good order has pre- 
vailed and much excellent work has been accomplished. 
Four teachers were employed. 

The school at the Center opened November 14th, 1892, 
with an attendance of 45 pupils, and closed December 23rd. 

I am satisfied that the efficiency of these schools would 
be increased by insisting upon periods of registration in 
which classes should be formed and in refusing applicants 
at other times. (For particulars regarding the Russell’s 
school I refer you to the principal's report.) 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


The plan adopted for meeting the teachers at intervals 
during the year, for the purpose of discussing questions 
affecting them and their schools, was that of the grade 
meeting. That teachers doing similar work might meet 
.together, three divisions were formed—primary, intermedi- 
ate and grammar. These meetings have been profitable 
and helpful not only in directing aright our educational 
effort and securing concert of action, but also in affording 
opportunities for interchange of views relating to the de- 
tails of school work.

PATRIOTISM. 


The special opportunities afforded during the year for 
inspiring and perpetuating among the school children, the 
love of country and it institutions have not been unim- 
proved. By the singing of patriotic songs as a part of the 
"musical instruction ; by the committing to memory and re- 
citing of gems containing patriotic sentiments; by the 
reading of striking passages from the biographies of the 
greatest Americans, the study of United States history has 
been made more attractive and the memory of great and 
noble deeds has been more firmly fixed. Appropriate 
school exercises upon or just preceding our national an- 
niversaries have been rendered in each building. The 
lesson taught by the participation of pupils in the public 
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reception given by the city to the survivors of the 10th 
Massachusetts Regiment in June, as wellas by the exer- 
cises on America's four hundreth anniversary in October, 
was inspiring and valuable. That there may be no abate- 
ment of the patriotic feeling and interest that have been 
awakened, I would suggest that the following resolution 
based on general directions given by Boards of Education 
in many cities, be adopted : 

“That the Committee shall cause the national flag 
to be displayed during our national and state holidays on 
all occasions of national, state or local importance, as may 
occur from time to time, for which special instruction may 
be given. Onallsuch days when the schools are in ses- 
sion, the pupils of each school shall receive appropriate 
instruction relative to the persons or the events commemo- 
rated, thus directly inculcating patriotism among the 
young." l | 

Should this suggestion be adopted I would recommend 
that the following be designated as “‘ Flag Days":

“The exercises on these days would not take a great 
deal of time, and yet they will serve to teach the mean- 
ing of the day and to awaken an interest in historical and 
literary investigations. 


ELEMENTARY SCIENCK OR NATURE STUDY. 


The teaching of elementary science or the study of 
nature within the past few years, has received much at- 
tention from prominent educators who are directly con- 
nected with the management of the common schools, and 
whose opinions, consequently, deserve more than passing 
notice. It is claimed that, while provision is made in the 
course of study for the development of the mental powers, 
such as memory, imagination, and reason, little or no at- 
tention is given in most schools to the training of the per- 
ceptive faculties, which are particularly active in child- 
hood. That these faculties may be cultivated ata time 
when the capacity of children for absorbing knowledge 
through observation is greatest, a continuous line of study 
through all the grades, covering botany, mineralogy, zool- 
ogy, chemistry, physics and physiology, is being adopted 
by many cities. 

The teaching is objective. Pupils are encouraged to 
assist in procuring and preparing material for the recita- 
tion, and thus are led through their own investigations, to 
discover attributes, functions, properties, or qualities. 
No additional recitation is made necessary by the intro- 
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duction of this study, as it can be combined with exercises 
now provided for language culture. 

This subject should find a place in our work, for the 
system of education that does not take into account the 
value of the power to observe accurately and thoughtfully 
is gravely deficient. 


THE KINDERGARTEN. 


Kindergarten training is fast becoming an important 
factor in the educational advancement of to-day. One 
need only compare his own school life with that of his 
child to see that progress is the spirit of the age in educa- 
tional affairs as well as in business methods. More ration- 
al methods of instructing the young are rapidly coming 
into practice,—methods that look directly to the careful 
training of the intellect, feeling and will, as well as to the 
accumulation of “facts.” The spirit prompting the transi- 
tion going on is that which led Froebel to comprehend and 
apply the principles of the Kindergarten. 

In Boston “the adoption of the Kindergarten is the 
most important step in the improvement of the Boston 
school system that has been taken fora generation past, 
or likely to be taken for a generation to come.”—|Boston 
Report, 1889. | 

The Kindergarten is most admirably adapted to the 
wants of childhood. It embodies the ideaof a training 
true to nafure. Itis not a nursery simply, as some peo- 
ple think, for it aims to edueate the child physically, 
morally and intellectually ata period in lifé when he is 
most easily influenced. 

In addition to the habits acquired of politeness, neat- 
ness, good behavior and industry, he is taught to use his 
eyes, his hands and his mind, in fact, a harmonious de- 
velopment of all his powers is nurtured and strengthened 
by the wise direction of his activities. The introduction 
of this system of education into many cities is effecting 
marked improvement in the methods of primary teaching. 
Already its principles have been adopted to a small extent 
by several of our schools with gratifying success. As 
soon ag means and room will permit, two or more Kinder- 
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gartens should be opened in the city under the supervision 
of trained teachers. 

While waiting for the establishment of these schools, 
I would recommend that provisions be made, if allowable, 
for a brief course of public lectures upon this topic by true 
Kindergartners. 

This subject is of the utmost importance to the future 
of our schools and is worthy of consideration by the Com- 

mittee. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Committee for their 
united support and continued confidence.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. A. M. Edwards, Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit a brief report of the condition and 
work of the High school. | 

The number of pupils in attendance, and facts of a 
like nature, have been presented in our monthly reports. 


The different courses of study have been pursued 
almost as indicated by the course of study published in 


your last annual report. I see no urgent need of radical 
changes to promote the best interests of the school, unless 
it be along the line of à Business Department. I believe 
the time is coming when a thorough business course will 
be imperative in our larger High schools. The tendency 
of a large percentage of pupils is towards something prac- 
tical, something that will help them make a living after 
their school life. ` Several young ladies of the Junior class 
have made a request to take bookkeeping as a special 
study, and are willing to remain after school to receive in- 
struction. Many of the youth of our city ought to be 
found in the public schools, and would be, if the course 
offered was adapted to their apparent needs. 

The school is well equipped with scientific apparatus, 
which is in constant use by three different classes. No at- 
tention is being spared to make the work in science equal 
to that of other city High schools. Requests to take an 
extra study in Physics or Chemistry are not infrequent. 

During the past two years the Senior class has had an 
opportunity of electing whatever scientific work a majority 
of the members desired. Ihave found their wishes moder- 
ate, and having a tendency towards their future work. 

The department of German has been under the direc- 
tion of Rev. Mr. Hoppe, and marked advance has been 
noted. If this branch is continued, I should bein favor of 
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admitting to these classes all who are of school age whether 
members of the school or not. 

During the past year the English department has 
shown constant advance. It now takes the entire time of 
one teacher. I offer no apology for thus utilizing one 
teacher's time. It is plainly the fault of our school system 
that its pupils and graduates use such faulty English. 
This fault is not local, nor is it exceptional here. Colleges 
and higher institutions of learning have long recognized it 
as one of the defects of school instruction. 

Four hours every week are devoted to English and 
American literature, one hour to Rhetoric, and three 
themes upon assigned subjects are required of each pupil 
during the term. 

The chief end in view in our English work may be 
classified somewhat as follows: First, ability to use the 
language. Secondly, history of the language. Lastly, 
acquaintance with our literature. 

American authors are studied during the first two 
terms of the third year, English for the four terms that 
remain. We read, as far as time allows, some complete ' 
work of each great master. Below is a partial list of what 
has been taken up during the past year: 

Whittier: Snowbound and Selected Poems. 

Longfellow: Courtship of Miles Standish and Selected 

Poems. 

Lowell: Vision of Sir Launfal, and Selected Poems. 

Bryant: Selected Poems. 

Holmes: Selected Poems. 

Hawthorne: House of the Seven Gables. 

Taylor: Lars. 

Webster: Monument Orations. 

Irving: Selections from the Sketch Book. 

Selections from Warner and Hale in illustration of 

contemporary literature. 

Chaucer: Prologue to Canterbury Tales. 

Spencer: Faerie Queen. (Canto 1.) 

Bacon: Selected Essays. 

Shakespeare: As You Like It. 

Milton: Paradise Lost. (Book 1.)

Addison: De Coverly Papers. 
Goldsmith: Vicar of Wakefield. 
Gray: Elegy.

In addition to these authors may be added: Macaulay, 
Carlyle, Thackeray, Dickens, Ruskin, Mrs. Browning, 
Tennyson, etc. A careful study of the life of the writer, 
and the relation of what he wrote to his time is a feature 
of each lesson. It is hoped that a result of this work will 
be to foster whatever is excellent in the pupil's literary 
tastes, and encourage him in continued reading. 

I would recommend that the study of Physical Geog- 
raphy, which is now studied by the first class, part or all 
of the year, should be eliminated from the High school 
course, and taken in connection with the Descriptive in 
the lower grades. A loss is apparent in taking either of 
these apart from the other. 

The spirit of the school has been most excellent, re- 
quiring no unnatural restrictions, which I consider un wise 
both for school and after life. 'The teachers have con- 
tributed not a little to this state of affairs, by giving me 
their cordial support and co-operation. Equally gratify- 
ing, in this particular, has been the attitude of the pupils. 

The number in attendance for the past year has been 
the largest in the history of the school, requiring at the 
beginning of the fall term the services of another teacher. 
In several of the classes it was advisable to make two 
divisions of the same study, while in the first year three 
divisions have been made. Each of these divisions num- 
bering about thirty (30) is large enough to occupy the per- 
sonal attention of a teacher. 

Concerning the work of the year in general, I desire 
to express my sense of obligation both to yourself and the 
members of the Board for your kind and patient endeavors 
to furnish us with the best facilities for our work.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Superintendent A, M. Edwards: 


DEAR Sır.—I have the honor of presenting to you my 
second report, which is the first one covering a whole 
year's service. | 

The manner of conducting the work in this depart- 
ment continues essentially as reported last December, 
though differing in some particulars. This year the grad- 
ing has been successfully extended through the seventh, 
eigth and ninth grades, all of which last year did work 
corresponding to the seventh. 

Instead of the uniform outline prepared for the 
ungraded schools last year, we are attempting to 
obviate as far as possible the difficulties arising from the 
very diverse character of these schools by the use of out- 
lines corresponding to the grade or grades to which a ma- 
jority of the pupils belong, and though we encounter some 
obstacles by this plan, the results seem to compensate. 

The time for the training classis still too limited to 
accomplish that which we desire, though this is overcome 
in a measure by a disposition shown on the part of some to 
take advantage of the opportunities afforded by grade 
meetings and office hours. 

The Evening school of 1891-92, in which some very 
creditable work was done, closed April 8th after a term of 
twenty-two weeks. This year the first session was held 
November 22nd, when a large class was present, consisting 
almost entirely of High school scholars. As drawing had 
already been placed on the program of the winter term in 
their own building, it was considered wisest by the Board 
to exclude them from the classes, as wellas the Grammar 
school pupils, from whom applications were received. It 
was also decided in view of the break in the wörk which 
would necessarily be made by the coming vacation to de- 
fer the next meeting until after the holidays. 

Accompanying this report is the outline of the Logical 
Course ap Art Instruction, which was referred to in last year’s 
report, and upon which all the lessons are based. In this 
outline the course is laid out by principles and subjects, 
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not by objects—that is, we do not teach the children sim- 
ply how to draw a box or a basket, but from the type solid 
is taught the universal principle which accounts for every 
particular in its class, and the number of applications 
which is made is limited only by the time at the command 
of the pupil. 

The sequence of.principles is determined by the laws 
governing the activity of the child's mind ; a logical neces- 
sity assigns to each its place and the mind from the mastery 
of one acquires the power to comprehend the following to 
which it passes naturally. It is the development of the 
child's mind by the right teaching of right principles which 
is the end and aim of all our effort. Good thinking must 
precede good drawing or the drawings are worthless. 

The work is all done upon blank paper directly from 
the object, and each drawing is accordingly the result of 
the pupil's own individual observation and thought. 


ANALYSIS OF THE SUBJECT OF DRAWING. 


Drawing is the representation of ideas of objects by 
means of lines, shade or color, Ability to draw implies (1) 
a knowledge of objects, and (2) a knowledge of the princi- 
ples underlying their representation. The first is acquired 
largely in the primary grades of school, the second largely 
in the Grammar grades. 

I. Ossects—All objects, whether natural or artificial, 
have color and form. The color may be monochromatic or 
polychromatic ; the form may be simple or complex. If 
the form of any object is simple it is based on a type solid, 
on a division of a type, or on a variation of a type ; if com- 
plex it is composed of simple forms combined according to 
some constructive or decorative law of arrangement. The 
work of the Primary grades will therefore be considered 
under thfee heads—I. Color. II. Form. III. Arrange- 
ment. 

II. REPRESENTATION—All representation of objects 
is either mechanical or freehand. If mechanical, the 
drawing may be geometrical or decorative in character ; if 
freehand, either decorative or pictorial in character. A 
thorough acquaintance with geometric drawing implies a 
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knowledge of measurement, geometry, projection and de- 
velopment ; with decorative drawing, a knowledge of color, 
historic ornament, plant form and design ; with pictorial 
drawing, a knowledge of principles underlying the repre- 
sentation of the perspective appearance of models and ob- 
jects. There are, therefore, nine divisions of the work for 
Grammar grades: 
1. Measurement. 4. Development. 7. Plant Form. 


2. Geometry. o 5. Color. 8. Design. 
8. Projection. 6. Historic Ornament. 9. Model and Object Drawing. 


In the general outline each vertical column shows the 
analysis of one of the nine divisions of representation. 
Each general division—geometric, decorative, pic- 
torial—indicates the work of à school term. The figures 
at the left indicate the year in school, and each horizontal 
line marks the subjects contained in the work of that year.

It is with great pleasure that I acknowledge continued 
interest and increasing efficiency on the part of the teach- 
ers, and the cordial helpfulness of all those associated with 
me in all departments of my work.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To Mr. A. M. Edwards, Superintendent of Schools : 


In the High school the interest in music is very gene- 
ral Itis well supplied with books, but I would recom- 
mend that the High school music reader now used in Mr. 
Glood win's room be placed in the upper room. It is some- 
what difficult, but classical, and must necessarily be so, or 
the pupils would soon lose their interest. The complete 
music reader now used in the upper room is easier and has 
scales and solfeggios adapted for scholars entering the 
High school, some of whom have not had previous instruc- 
tion in music, and others have never read with bass clef. 
Last year I recommended the more difficult books for the 
lower room, because the pupils then there were the better 
readers. Iam able to give in the High school only about 
twenty-nine lessons in a year, every fifth week being 
omitted for outside work, also the last day of each term. 
Ifindin Springfield the music teacher visits the High 
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school every day except Fridays, and in the higher grades 
where most of the work is necessarily done by the special 
teacher, more time should be allowed. 


THE GRAMMAR ScHOOLS—During the last term books 
were placed in the first and second grades of Orchard 
street, and I notice a marked improvement. Linden street 
first and second grades are using old books that have once 
been discarded. 


First and second grades at Center school have no books 
but borrow from the third grade, which is nota suitable 
book, wastes time and causes confusion. At Morningside 
the grades &re small, sing together and are doing well. 
The Grammar school at Stearnsville is using a Primary 
chart. 

The fifth grade at Orchard street has never been sup- 
plied with books. The fifth and sixth grades at Morning- 
Side have been supplied with second readers this term. 
Books should be placed in the hands of all these pupils at 
the beginning of next term, if we wish to get the best re- 
sults. 

The regular teachers in the Grammar schools without 
exception have made the most of the supplies they have, 
and the fifth and sixth grades are well up in the course. 


‘The Primaries are well supplied and have done especial- 
ly good work. Iam pleased to say the Training school 
maintains its high standard, and wereit advisable I would 
like to call attention to some other schools as deserving of 
mention. 


As the Primary teachers are proving themselves so 
able to teach the music in their grades, and it is so 
much the same thing over and over, I would advise that 
I spend more time in the grades from fifth to ninth inclu- 
sive, visit them every week, forty minutes in the Grammar 
on account of the pupils changing rooms, and thirty min- 
utes in the fifth and sixth grades, taking the time for out- 
side work wholly from the Primary grades. 

So far as has been practicable meetings for the teachers 
have been held once in two weeks at Linden street, Train- 
ing school, Morningside and Fenn street. 
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I feel justified in saying I wastruly pleased with the 
singing of the scholars on Columbus day. Thirteen hun- 
dred pupils singing in so good time and tune showed 
thorough, systematic work. To the teachers upon whom 
so largely success depends I would express my sincere 
thanks.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 
To A. M. Edwards, Superintendent of Schools : 


DEAR SiR :—In compliance with your request I have 
the honor to submit to you the following report of the year 
ending December, 1892. l 

At the beginning of the school year, August 29th. six 
young ladies were admitted as pupil teachers to the Train- 
ing school. 

To complete the professional course as planned, re- 
quires ability and physical vigor- It consists of (1.) The 
study of Methods, by means of which the pupil teachers 
become conscious of the fact that the value of instruction 
depends on methods by which it is imparted, and that clear 
conception of methods can be more readily attained by 
intelligent study of them in practical operations; (2.) The 
study of Psychology, which gives an insight into the nature 
of the mind; (3) The study of Pedagogy, which aims to 
make the pupil teachers deeply conscious of the high re- 
sponsibility of their future calling; (4) Observation of 
modes of instruction and management of pupils in the 
various departments of the city schools ; (5) Actual teach- 
ing in the primary grades under the supervision of the 
training teacher. Practice teaching as a regular part of 
the course of professional training is rapidly growing in 
popularity. No amount of talking, about how the work 
should be done, and seeing how it is done, can give the 
strength thas comes from actual doing. 

The formation of the habits of attention, of silence, 
gelf-control, accurate observation, and activity of thought, 
is to be reckoned among the chief results to be accomplished 
in the primary school Here, as nowhere else, the pupil 
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teacher learns that the dignity of her calling requires 
her to see in small things a task is to be performed with 
conscientious exactness. The help, too, which early cau- 
tioning about faults gives to à young teacher cannot be too 
fully appreciated. Severe as the criticism may be, she can 
have no better experience. 

I have found that when the necessary transfer of teach- 
ers is made from one grade to the other, while many advan- 
tages may be gained, disadvantages arise that prove a 
detriment to the pupil teachers, also the children in grades 
one and two. 

It is impossible for these young children to accede to 
the change referred to, without retarding their progress. 
I therefore earnestly recommend that permanent teachers 
be appointed in the grades named. Persons who are will- 
ing to give their services for the privilege of obser- 
vation and study, have applied for admission to the 
‘‘Training school." It has been our aim to raise the stand- 
ard of the school to such a degree of excellence that the 
advantages offered by the city will be solicited by just such 
applicants. 

If the school board deem it advisable to receive appli- 
cants as described, when they graduate, I believe a com- 
petent salary should at once be offered them, so that it will 
be an object for them to desire a position in the Pittsfield 
schools, and that it may stimulate those who wish to enter 
the Training school. 

Your questions relating to methods, school govern- 
ment and menta! development have been used in connection 
with the study of Psychology and Pedagogy with beneficial 
results. — 

Hitherto, ‘‘ Nature Study ” in this school has been given 
but little attention. This year with your approbation this 
study was introduced as an incidental lesson. The interest 
manifested by the children in collecting and mounting speci- 
mens, the mental activity awakened in other studies shows 
that this study can be pursued in combination with other 
lessons without infringement. As a means to develop 
the individuality of the child we have found that it affords 
unlimited advantages. This work offers an excellent oppor- 
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tunity for young children to acquire the habit of expressing 
their thoughts both in oral and written language, in a clear, 
concise and cultivated manner. 

The junior class has six, the senior class five members: 
Of the latter class, Miss Stevens has been teaching in Stock- 
bridge for a term. Miss Egan, having recently completed 
the course received her diploma. Owing to the constant de- 
mand for substitutes, the number of teachers at any one 
time in the Training school has not exceeded eight. 

Special lessons on the '*Methods of Teaching Drawing" 
have been given the pupil teachers by the supervisor, Miss 
Warner. A course in music is also to be given by Mr. 
Smith. 

On the 28th of June at the close of the school year the 
senior class graduated, having the honor to be the first 
regularly graduated class of the Pittsfield Training School. 
Friends of the graduating class were invited to be present 
at these exercises.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF EVENING SCHOOL. 


The following report of the Evening school at Russell's 
is respectfully submitted. 

The term opened November 14th, 1892, and continued 
until December 23rd uninterruptedly four evenings each 
week, except the first two weeks, in which school was held 
three evenings only for each of those two weeks, because 
of outside attractions which were expected to greatly 
diminish the attendance on those evenings. On Decem- 
ber 23rd the school was suspended for a vacation of a week 
to be resumed on January 2nd, 1893. 


The whole number of pupils enrolled for this period was 115 
The greatest attendanee on any one evening, 76 
The smallest attendance, 21 
Average attendance, 44. 2-11 


Among the pupils who attend the Evening school are 
some who fully appreciate the opportunity and are fully 
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determined to make the most of it; such are regular in 
their attendance and make surprising progress. Others, 
equally capable, might do as well could they be made to 
feel under some compulsion to attend regularly and con- 
tinuously. 

One of the first requisites for obtaining the best results 
from any school, as every one knows, must be a regular 
and continued attendance, and the lack of & regular and 
continued attendance falls, particularly to the lot of an 
Evening school. There are inherent difficulties in the way ` 
of attaining an attendance approximating even that of the 
day schools; but if the manufacturers and employers 
generally would sufficiently interest themselves to use 
their efforts and influence to have such of their employees 
as are minors attend the Evening schools, much would be 
accomplished towards remedying this difficulty. Indeed 
such effort seems indispensable to the proper development 
of the Evening schools; it is in the social and economic in- 
terest of such employers and certainly worthy of their 
consideration.

REPORT OF THE TRUANT OFFICER. 
Superintendent A. M. Edwards: 

The table of statistics found below shows that even in 
the enlightened and law-abiding city of Pittsfield, it is 
advisable that some one should see that the law concerning 
school attendance is enforced. The teachers claim that 
there is a marked improvement in the attendance, especial- 
ly of that class which is inclined to rowdyism. The an- 
nual report shows an increase of 1% per cent. in the at- 
tendance during the year. This means that there have 
been forty-five children in school during the past year 
who would not have been there with the percentage of the 
year before. 

It will be seen that several children and a few parents 
have been brought into court, yet it has not seemed neces- 
sary to send any to the Truant school at Becket, as a stern 
admonition from the judge has thus far been sufficient. 
One young girl, however was sent to the “Reformatory for 
Girls" at Lancaster. 
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A year ago it was quite a common practice for children 
to give their teachers forged excuses for their absences. 
All suspicious excuses are now handed to the truant officer 
for investigation. It is perhaps needless to say that the 
practice having become unprofitable, has almost, if not 
entirely, stopped. "This is fortunate, as such a practice, if 
successful, would strongly tend to educate in crime. 

The benevolent work of the schools is still carried on ; 
the truant officer being the connecting link between needy 
families and benevolent societies and individuals. The 
Training school and the Fenn street school are still doing 
noble work in helping the needy. The Union for Home 
Work has done much, and in some cases help has been 
asked from the Superintendent of Poor and has been kind- 
ly given. Church societies have assisted in this much 
needed work. No record of this work has been kept and 
perhaps none ought to be.

NEW SCHOOL BUILDING AT STEARNSVILLE. 


This is one of the best school houses in the city, both 
in regard to its architectural beauty and those conveniences 
with which most modern buildings are provided. The 
building is 65 feet long and 44 feet wide, having a front 
projection 7 by 52 feet. It istwo stories high. and has 
four school rooms. The first story is of brick and the sec- 
ond is of wood shingled. 'The schools rooms are 26 by 31 
feet. Each room has two cloak rooms. There are four 
teachers’ rooms. 8 by 12 feet. Two entrances lead into a 
hall that is 9 by 50 feet. 'Two flights of wide and easy 
stairs lead from the lower hall to the second floor. The 
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rooms are heated by two No. 32 Barstow furnaces. The 
System of heating and ventilatiug was recommended by 
the state inspector of public buildings. 'The closets are 
located in the basement and are connected with the 
river. By means of a pump the fixtures are flushed fre- 
quently, thus insuring cleanliness. Taken as a whole the 
building may well be called a model school house.

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


HEADQUARTERS FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Members of the City Council : 


In compliance with the City ordinance, I have the hon- 
or of submitting my second annual report under the City 
Government, (the same being the forty-eighth of the Fire 
Department), for the year ending Nov. 30, 1892. 

This report contains acomplete record of the opera- 
tions of the department during the year. Its cost of main- 
tainance, a list of all fires and alarms, with valuation of 
property at stake, losses and insurances as nearly as could 
be ascertained. 

A complete statement of the condition of buildings 
and apparatus, the number of men in department, to- 
gether with such other information as may be of interest 
to our citizens. | 

In the past year there have been 23 bell and 6 still 
alarms. 

FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

The fire alarm telegraph is in good condition and gives 
perfect satisfaction. 

The system at present consists of 31 boxes, 20 miles of 
wire, divided into two circuits, 1 whistle at electric light sta- 
tion, 2 indicators, 17 small bells, 12 mechanical tappers, 
1-2 circuit repeater, 150 cells battery, with all necessary 
supplies, tools, etc., in good order for the operation of the 
same. We also own 1 bell striker in the tower of the First 
Congregational church. 
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The apparatus of the department consists of 3 
Steam fire engines, 6 hose carts, two hook and ladder 
trucks and 1 protective wagon. 

The force of the department consists of 1 chief and 
3 assistants, 1 lineman and steward of department, and 
75 men. Each engine company has 5 bunkers and the 
Hook and Ladder company 2.

Engine Company No. 1—1 fourth class Clapp & Jones 
engine, 1 two-wheel hose cart, carrying 500 feet of hose, 
all in good order. 

Engine Company No. 2—1 fourth class Clapp & Jones 
engine, 1 two-wheel hose cart (new), carrying 500 feet of 
hose, all in good order. 

Engine Company No. 3—1 third class Silsby engine, 1 
four-wheel hose carriage, carrying 500 feet of hose, also 1 
four-wheel supply cart, carrying 1000 feet of hose, all in 
good order. | 

Hook and Ladder Company No. 1—1 Gleason & Bailey 
truck, with ladders and all appliances, (this truck is nearly 
new andin good order), 1 old truck, in fair condition, 
with ladders and all appliances. 

Protectives—1 wagon, hand fire extinguishers, rubber 
and canvass covers, lath rakes, brooms, bars, ropes and 
all apparatus, all in first-class order. 

Store house—1 two-wheel hose cart, 2 stoves, oil waste, 
washers, rope, bars, shovels, 1 snow scraper, all in good 
order. 

Battery Room— 150 jars battery, 2 indicators 1 two cir- 
cuit repeater, lightning arresters, and all necessary tools 
in good order. 

Chiefs Room—1 carpet, 1 desk, 1 bed, chairs and 
spittoons, all in good order. 

HOSE. 

There are 9,150 feet of cotton rubber lined hose, 8,150 
feet are in good condition, 1,000 feet are in poor condition. 

We have 800 feet of old cotton rubber lined hose which 
is used by the sewer commissioners. ln the past year 
there has been purchased 2,150 feet of new hose. 
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There has been laid at fires in the past year 20,000 feet 
of hose. 
HOUSES. 


No. 1 Engine house is in good condition. 

No. 2 Engine house, which is occupied by No. 2 En- 
gine Co., and also by the Hook and Ladder Co., is in poor 
condition. 

No. 8 Engine house, which was recently built, is in 
good condition. 

Protectives—The protectives quarters are in a portion 
of the store house; better quarters are very much needed. 


HORSES. 


All horses for the department are furnished from the 
different livery stables in the city as usual, and this is the 
best plan I can recommend until we have suitable quarters 
in department houses for them. 


SALARIED MEN OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The salaries of men employed in the department are 
as follows: Chief engineer. $600; assistant engineers, $120 
each; lineman and steward of the department, $720; engi- 
neers of the steamers, $120 each ; stokers, $100 each. The 
seventeen bunkers are now receiving $62.50 a year each. 
The call men receive 50 cents per hour while on duty. 


WATER. 


In allcases of fire in the past year the water supply 
has been ample to meet the demand for all fire purposes. 

I would once more recommend a large fire tank to be- 
placed near E. D. Jones, Soms & Co.’s machine shop, as 
they have a large double acting force pump which is fully 
equal to one steam fire engine, which they have kindly 
volunteered to use for fire purposes. 

I have placed in their charge 1 two wheel hose carriage 
with 700 feet of fire department hose which can be used at 
any time, and will be of great benefit to the city, as well 
as to property owners. 

REMARKS. 


In the past year, by order of the Fire Committee, there 
have been purchased 2,150 feet of new cotton rubber lined 
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hose, 1 two wheel hose carriage for No. 2 Engine company 
from the Pittsfield Carriage Co., costing about two-hun- 
dred and twenty dollars ($220); also the Protective wagon 
has been repaired and painted at à cost of forty dollars 
($40). We have also painted and repaired the four wheel 
hose cart which has been used by the No. 2 Engine com- 
pany for the past ten years, which belongs to the No. 2 
Veteran Association. 

There has also been purchased rubber covers for the 
Protective wagon at a cost of thirty dollars ($30). 

We are in hopes in the coming year to see a new 
house erected at the head of School street for the use of 
Engine Co's. No. 1, No. 2, Hook and Ladder and Protectives. 
Ican safely say that the efficiency of the department at 
the present date, with 15 men in a company, has been a. 
Success. 

The pay of call men at fifty cents per hour has been 
appreciated and shown by the good work they have done. 

In conclusion I would tender my sincere thanks to 
His Honor, Mayor Peck and all officers under the City 
Government for their kindness at all times, and especially 
those coming under the heads of Fire Department matters. 
To Chief Nicholson and Captain Leonard and all officers 
under their charge I am truly grateful for their assistance 
at fires. 

I especially thank my assistant engineers and all offi- 
cers and members of the Pittsfield Fire Department in 
what they have done to make it a perfect success.

Chairman on Fire Department. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., DEC. 20, 1892. 


To His Honor the Mayor and members of the City Council: 


I hereby beg to submit my report for the year ending 
January 9. 1803. I can truly say the Fire Department is 
in excellent condition and have shown their promptness 
and efficiency in every case when the alarm has sounded. 

I think it has been demonstrated without a doubt that 
the present number of men—15 to each company—are suf- 
ficient to do the work they are called on to perform, and 
also that the plan of paying the men fifty cents per hour 
while on duty has been very satisfactory and has been the 
means of bringing out almost the entire department at 
every fire. 

The department is well supplied with everything to 
suecessfullv fight fire, and I don't know of anvthing it 
will need that would call fora special appropriation for 
the coming year except a new department house. This is 
sadly needed, and I hope the new City Government will 
take hold of the matter in earnest and that a new house 
will be built before another fall that will be a credit to 
the city. The present quarters of the Protectives, No. 2 
Engine and Greylock Hook and Ladder Companys are 
miserable and a disgrace, and that of No. 1 Engine Com- 
pany are not much better, as the building is considered 
unsafe for occupancy and should be discarded as soon as 
possible. And now Your Honor will you allow me to 
make a few suggestions. I haveseen inthe papers the 
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views of one person stated, who believes the engines 
should be scattered to different parts of the city, locating 
one company north, one south, one east and one west. If 
this was carried out I think it would prove the most foolish 
and expensive plan that could possibly be adopted. It 
works grandly in large cities where they have paid de- 
partments and where they have their own horses in the 
engine houses ready to jump as quick as the alarm of fire 
is sounded ; but how would it work in this city where we 
rely on the livery stables for horses to draw the apparatus 
and where our limits are such that we can reach any fire 
within the fire district in ten minutes time. More than 
that it would seem to me that we should be taking protec- 
tion away from the part of the city where we need all the 
protection we can get, for there would be vastly more 
damage done by a delay of ten or fifteen minutes in con- 
centrating our fire forces should a fire start in one of our 
business blocks, than there would by a similar delay in 
reaching a private house on the outskirts that should be 
afire. 

In my opinion there should be a two story brick de- 
partment house built on the lot now occupied by the No. 2 
and Hook and Ladder house. This building should give 
a seperate compartment to the following companies: No. 
1 Engine, No. 2 Engine, Protectives and Hook and Lad- 
der. The second story would be useful for sleeping quar- 
ters for the bunkers and meeting rooms for the different 
companies. It is by farthe best location in town, being 
centrally located; and as the street is now cut through 
straight from East to Fenn streets, affords an outlet to 
every part of the city direct. There are other very strong 
reasons why itis infinately better that our fire companies 
be concentrated in the center of the city, but I will not in- 
flict any more at preseut on your time and patience.

OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS, 
January 9th, 1893. 
To his Honor the Mayor and the Honorable City Council : 


The year just closed has been a busy one for the Board 
of Public Works. So many things are in the charge of this 
Board that a year of only ordinary repairs and care in the 
departments entrusted to us makes a full year, though it 
may not appear that much is being accomplished. When 
in addition to the ordinary repairs, care and maintenance of 
the various departments, there are new works to be con- 
structed, it makes a very busy year. The year just ended 
has been of that sort. i 

A dam has been built upon the Hathaway brook and 
nearly a mile of pipe laid to connect it with the older water 
mains; Circular avenue has been worked and transformed 
into a handsome street; a portion of Onota street has been 
graded and drained ; three new bridgeabutments have been 
constructed ; a large sidewalk job doneat Bel Air ; Colum- 
bus avenue regraded ; two and one-half miles of new dis- 
tributing water mains laid, and the work of improving 
Clapp Avenue well begun. The Board regrets that it was 
unable to complete the work on Clapp avenue and the con- 
templated amount of macadam roads. Arrangements have 
been made, however, to complete these iu the early spring. 

In the following pages will be found a brief review of 
the work of the year, together with some suggestions for 
the coming year. 
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HIGHWAY WORK. 


ORDINARY REPAIRS. 


A large amount of work was done early in the season 
upon the highways of the city. All the streets and roads 
were gone over and put in shape for summer travel, and 
in addition several of the main arteries between the city 
and outside towns were thoroughly regraveled and put in 
excellent repair. The Lenox road was so treated, gravel 
from the Dr. Waite bed being used, and made a fine smooth 
road. The Dalton road, Barkerville road, North street 
above the Davoll place, and various other roads were thor- 
oughly repaired. lt was impossible to find suitable gravel 
within a reasonable distance with which to coat the Dal- 
ton road, and the same material was used that has been 
used in the past, as far back as the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant reaches. It did not work very well, failing to 
pack, and was finally covered with a coating of good 
gravel, which had to be hauled something like two miles. 

Frequent and heavy thunder showers during the 
month of August and portions of July and September 
washed and gullied our roads and streets so badly that 
nearly the entire force of men and teams was kept busy in 
repairing the damage. This seriously delayed other work 
and cost a large amount of money. 

We would earnestly recommend that the City Coun- 
cil take some steps to procure gravel beds. Gravel is be- 
coming a scarce commodity and the price is rising. The 
city owns practically no gravel beds, and at presenv we are 
obliged to purchase at retail nearly allthat we use, aud 
are also obliged to haul it long distances. This makes 
road repairs very costly. The city should secure several 
gravel beds in various localites. Frequently the land can 
be sold again after the gravel has been removed for as 
much as was originally paid for it. 


MACADAM ROADS. 


Authorities in enumerating the kinds of stone or rock 
suitable for broken stone roadways, specify sand and flint 
stones as among the least desirable. We have in the 
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eastern portion of the city an unlimited supply of flint 
rock, from which allour macadam roadways have been 
made heretofore. The reasons why itis unsuitable are 
now apparent. The foremost of these reasons is its utter 
lack of “binding” qualities. It is also a very costly stone. — 
So long as cobbles and small stones which can be easily 
broken to sizes for the crusher can be obtained, the first 
cost is reasonable. When those are exhausted, it can only 
be quarried at great cost. From its location it has to be 
hauled two and a half to three miles to where it is wanted. 
It is a very costly stone to crush. About one hundred 
tons per day is the limit for our machinery, whereas with 
limestone we should be able to do two hundred tons easily. 
On flint rock it costs about ten cents per ton for repairs to 
the crusher; in breaking limestone this item would be 
nominal. After being placed upon the road it gets in its 
more costly work in the rapid cutting out of wagon tires 
and horses shoes. 

Early in the season a supply of flint for the season's 
use was contracted for, and about eighteen hundred tons 
was delivered to the crusher. The Board decided to use 
this stone for the foundation, and secure, if possible, some 
trap rock for the wearing surface, using about two parts 
of flint to one of trap. Accordingly the Board made a 
contract with John S. Lane & Son of Meriden, Conn., for 
a quantity of trap rock ready crushed. Through them we 
also made a contract with the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company to freight it ata low rate. 
This stone cost the city about $2.45 per ton delivered upon 
the roads of the city, as compared with about $1.60 per 
ton for flint stone. 

With these materials à portion of South street was 
macadamized, but owing to the lateness of the season, 
only a small section was completed. 

Leaving out of consideration the flint stone we have 
been using, the Board know of no other native stone avail- 
able for our roads except our limestone. The Board be- 
lieves that limestone will make an excellent macadam. 
The greatest objection to it would be its lack of durability, 
How serious this would be can only be determined by ex- 
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periment. One thing iscertain: that for & foundation it 
is just as good as any. Ifa limestone quarry can be ob- 
tained in a convenient locality, this stone should be de- 
livered on our roads ata cost of about $1.35 per ton. For 
our ordinary streets and roads we believe the use of this 
stone will solve the problem of macadam. If it is not 
found to be sufficiently durable for our main streets and 
roads, having very heavy traffic, trap rock can be import- 
ed and used as a top dressing on them. The Board would 
therefore earnestly recommend thata stone quarry, con- 
veniently located, be procured by the city. 


COLUMBUS ANENUE. 


A section of Columbus avenue, between Robbins ave- 
nue and River street, has been regraded, by order of the 
City Council, in order to avoid suits for damage. The 
Street was cut down to a line agreed upon by the Board, 
the City Council, and the parties owning property on the 
Street, a gravel walk was built on the north side of the 
street, and the gutters on the south side were paved. The 
north side will be paved in the spring. 


WEST UNION STREET. 


West Union Street was completed. early in the spring, 
and is now in good permanent condition. This season the 
grading was completed, and gravel sidewalks laid on both 
sides. 

CIRCULAR AVENUE. 

When the City Council ordered the Board to construct 
Circular avenue as laid out, the Board was given a piece of 
work that contained many difficulties. The proper grade 
to give the street, how to construct gutters upon it, how to 
remove thesurface water, how and where to build side- 
walks, and how best during all this to protect the interests 
of the abutters on the street, were questions to be solved. 
Now that the work is done, Circular avenue is no longer a 
reproach to the city, but a handsome, pleasant and comfort- 
able street. 

ONOTA STREET. 


The Board were directed, by order of the City Council, 
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“to establish the grade on Onota street; also to put the said 
road in good condition ; make provisions for carrying off 
surface water on said street; and to lay a gravel sidewalk 
on the east side of said street from West street to Lake ave- 
nue." 'The principal difficulty to be overcome was in the 
disposal of the surface water at the south end of the street, 
which heretofore has run across private land to and across 
John street, flooding yards and cellarsin its course. It was 
decided to so grade the street and gutters as to concentrate 
the surface water at the lowest place in the street, and 
then convey it to an underground drain across the land of 
Mr. Winchell to the river, which was done. A gravel 
walk at permanent grade was constructed on the east side 
to the Brewery brook. A temporary walk. at temporary 
grade, was constructed on the east side beyond the Brewery 
brook, as far as Linden street, and would have been ex- 
tended to Valentine avenue, but the setting in of winter 
prevented its completion. 


CLAPP AVENUE. 


The work of improving Clapp avenue, for which ap- 
propriation was made, was deferred until the change of 
grade in West street was determined by the City Council, 
asit was necessary that the grade of the two streets should 
coincide. The coming of cold weather and the fact that 
the Board was engaged upon the improvements of Onota 
street, Columbus and Circular avenues when the West 
street grade was decided upon by the City Council, pre- 
vented the completion of the work. However, a grade has 
been put upon the street, sidewalks laid out, and some 
three-fourths of the curbstone set. Had good weather 
lasted for another month, the street would have been ma- 
cadamized and the gutters paved. With the opening of 
spring the work will be completed, if appropriation is 
made for it. 'The Board are considering the advisability 
of paving this street with granite blocks, but have not de- 
cided whether it would be of advantage to the city or 
whether the cost wil be beyond our reach. We have 
asked for bids, and shall probably be able to present an 
estimate of the cost early in the year. 
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WEST STREET. 


Latein the season an order was passed by the City 
Council, directing this Board to raise the sidewalk on the 
north side of West street, and limiting the amount of 
money to be expended to $5,000. 'The fact that the order 
carried no appropriation, that it was very late in the sea- 
son, and that it would be impossible to raise the sidewalk 
without at the same time bringing the surface of the street 
into conformity with it, prevented any action under the 
order. If this work is to be done the coming year, it will 
have to be provided forin the annual budget, and pro- 
vision will have to be made for grading the street at the 
same time. Itis manifestly impossible to raise the curb- 
stone two feet without also raising the gutters and the 
Street. 

HENRY AVENUE. 


The necessity for grading Henry avenue was brought 
to the attention of the Board early in the season. The 
Street was very flat at the eastern end, with no grade or 
crown ; near Elizabeth street the water had followed the 
center of the street until it was a foot or so lower than the 
sides. West of Elizabeth street it had never been graded, 
and at every shower was badly gullied. 'The grading west 
of Elizabeth street was not completed, because the trunk 
sewer was open upon it until the end of the season. In 
the spring the grading should be completed, and the gut- 
ters paved. In grading the other portion of the street, the 
Board found it neccssary to take out the gravel sidewalk 
on the north side, which had been laid out into the street 
about eleven feet, for a part of the distance. The Board 
received two petitions for a concrete walk to replace the 
gravel one removed, but as there was a disagreement 
among the abutters asto the location of the walk, the 
Board decided to wait until next season before laying it. 
A concrete walk was laid on the south side of the street, 
from South to Elizabeth street. 


DIGGING UP STREETS. 


Before leaving the record of work upon streets, we 
would like to urge that some steps be taken to limit the 
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digging up of our streets by private parties. As much as 
possible of the digging of streets should be done by the 
city itself, through its various departments. The provi- 
sion that water connections should be put in by the Board 
of Public works, so far as they are in the streets, was a 
Step in the right direction. The sewer connections should 
be treated in the same manner, At present any one can 
dig up the best street we have in order to enter the sewer, 
after getting & permit, and he can do it immediately after 
the sewer is laid, or he can do it at any later time. He 
can do it before a street is put in thorough repair, or he 
can wait until the most costly macadam has been put 
down. This has been a source of a good deal of trouble to 
us the past year. Ditches have not been well filled ; maca- 
dam has been thrown into the bottom of trenches and hard- 
pan put on top, making sink holes after the next rain; 
frozen earth has been left heaped high for people to break 
carriage springs over, and to cause holes when the ground 
settles. We would suggest that the entering of sewers be 
put under city control, as has been the case with water 
connections, and that some provision be made to limit the 
time in which such connections can be made after the com- 
pletion of the sewers. In many cities the sewer connections 
are laid to the street line at the same time the main sewer 
is built. That being done, private parties can connect at 
their pleasure. That would be the very best way to meet 
the difficulty. 

We have been obliged, since the ground has been 
deeply frozen, to refuse permission to dig in the streets for 


sewer connections, in cases where the refusal has caused 
real hardship, for the reasons above stated. 


STREET SIGNS. 


The ordinance passed by the City Council the past year 
providing for the numbering of the buildings in the City, 
also provided that the Board of Public Works should erect 
signs at the street corners. The order carried no appropri- 
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ation, but the Board negotiated for a sufficient number of 
signs, and a portion of them have been put up. "There are 
a large number which will require the setting of posts, and 
they will not be put up until spring. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The past year has not resulted in laying as many side- 
walks upon which assessments could be made as in the pre- 
vious year. A walk was constructed from just opposite the 
entrance to the Fair Grounds along the east side of Waco- 
nah street, to the Taconic bridge. For mostof the distance, 
the highway being so narrow, it was necessary to fill out 
into the pond, which took a large amount of filling. No 
assessments were laid, for the reason that there are no 
abutters who are benefitted. It was built for the benefit 
of the entire northern section of the city. Quite large 
sums were also expended upon the completion of the 
change of grade of the sidewalk on the east side of North 
street,above Maplewood hotel, and as that was expended to 
settle suits for damages and to avert others, no assess- 
ments could be made. That work is now complete, with 
the exception of one set of steps, and is in excellent con- 
dition. 

Aside from these two pieces of work, walks have been

Also on Spring street, which was not completed. 

In the construetion of Circular avenue and Onota 
street it was found advisable to grade for gravel side- 
walks, and this was accordingly done on both sides of Cir- 
cular avenue and ona portion of the east side of Onota 
street. 


CROSSW ALKS. 


About the usual amount of crosswalk work has been 
done this year. Following is a list of the new crosswalks 
which have been put down.

The last was a reconstruction. 

Many of the crosswalks are in bad condition, owing to 
the building of sewers, and will have to be relaid when the 
ground settles. 


SURFACE DRAINS. 


The removal of surface water from points in the 
Streets where it was a serious inconvience and damage, has 
been à more extensive and costly work than was appre- 
hended. One of the most important pieces of work before 
the City Government for the coming year will be the re- 
moval of surface water from North street above the rail- 
road bridge. Plans were made under the direction of this 
Board in 1891, and further investigation and consultation 
with engineers fails to produce any scheme which is bet- 
ter. Reference to the last annual report of this Board will 
give the details of the plan. 

The past year lines of drains have been put in as fol- 
lows: 

500 feet of 18-inch tile pipe from Onota street to the 
river, to drain the whole southern portion of Onota street 
and the adjoining land. 

1000 feet of 10-inch tile pipe in Second street, from a 
point near the jail to Lincoln street, and from the corner 
of Hamlin and Second streets, also to Lincoln street, where 
they both empty into the large drain on Lincoln street. 
These furnish drainage for a large area in that section. 

About 90 feet of 10-inch tile pipe from’ Adam street 
across private land to the Boston and Albany railroad, to 
replace a smaller drain which was laid there some years 
ago. 

114 feet of 10-inch tile pipe from Newell street to the 
river, in place of an old drain which was out of repair. 
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150 feet of 10-inch tile pipe in Circular avenue, at the 
north end, to remove water from the foot of the hill. 

We have 165 feet of 15-inch tile pipe on the ground for 
8 drain to take water from the Dalton road near the Gov- 
ernment mill. This will be laid next season. 


SLUICKS. 


Last year it was necessary to lay a large number of 
stone and iron sluices to take surface water, but the neces- 
sity has not been as great this year. These are the only 
ones put in: 

36 feet of 16-inch iron pipe to extend a sluice across 
Wabconah street. 

96 feet of 10-inch pipe at Bel Air dam. 

24 feet of 10-inch pipe at the Dalton line on Elm street. 


CATCHBASINS. 

Twelve catchbasins for surface water have been con- 
structed, as follows: 

One on Adam street. 

Two on Depot street. 

Two on Circular avenue. 

One on Onota street. 

Two on East Housatonic street. 

Four on the drains laid in Second street. 


GUTTER PAVING. 


A large amount of gutter paving has been done during 
the year, and to preserve the streets a large amount more 
is necessary. It is much more economical to pave gutters 
than it is to reconstruct streets after every heavy shower, 
though the first cost seems large. The following are the 
places where the work has been done during the year : 

East Housatonic street, north side, Bartlett avenue to 
Wendell. 

Beaver street. south side, 153 feet, from East street. 

West Union street, both sides, John street to Onota. 

Robbins avenue, east side, 200 feet north from Colum- 
bus avenue. 
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Columbus avenue, north side, Daniels avenue to Rob- 
bins. 

Linden street, north side, Onota street to the bridge. 

Seymour street, across Linden street. 

Peck's Road, near Peck's lower mill. 

Reed street, corner of Elizabeth, 85 feet. 

West street, north side, at John street. 

Summer street, three driveways. 

Burbank street, both sides, First street to North. 

Second street, at the jail. 

Columbus avenue, south side, Robbins avenue to River 
Street. 

Circular avenue, both sides, from J. H. Daly's to Dan. 
Gore's. 

Seymour street, west side, 224 feet, between Linden 
and Clough. 

Sevmour street, east side, 286 feet, between Linden 
and Clough. 

In several other places small amounts of paving was 
done, where it had been torn up for other purposes. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The appropriation for lighting our streets was larger 
last year than ever before. A large number of new lights 
were added during the. year, nearly allof them by direc- 
tion of the City Council. The cost of lighting the streets 
wil grow with the growth of the city. For the coming 
year a still larger appropriation will be needed, even if no 
new lights are added. Additional lights have been put in 
as follows.

Five on South street, beyond the watering trough. 

One on Circular avenue. 

One on Wahconah street, at North. 

One on Brown street. 

One at the corner of Spring and Maple streets. 

Four on Tyler street. 

Oneon High street, at the Foot bridge. 

Forty-four in all. Fifty-one of both arc and incandes- 
cent added during the year. 

The total number of lights now in use is two hundred 
and ninety-three, of which fifty-five are arc lights, and two 
hundred and thirty-eight are incandescents. The prices 
which the city pays for these are as follows: 

Arc lights burning all night, $100 per year. 

Arc lights burning until 12:30, $65 per year. 

Incandescents burning all night, $27 per year. 

Incandescents burning until 12:30, $16.75 per year. 

The arc lights are burned according to the almanac. 
That is to say, when there is a full moon or a good moon, 
they do not burn at all. 

Many cities in this country manufacture their own 
electric light, and many other cities are considering the ex- 
pediency of doing so. The city of Springfield has attempt- 
ed to take the first step in that direction very recently. 
Here is a small list of places and prices where electric 
lighting isdone by thecities. These figures were gathered 
by a Pittsfield gentleman two years ago.

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These are all arclights, and burn all night, according 
to the moon. 

There has been a good deal of complaint, during the 
year, about the quality and amount of the lights furnished. 
We have received many reports of arc lights going out, or 
nearly out, and remaining in that condition all night, and 
other complaints were upon the generally dull and unsatis- 
factory character of the lights. The complaints about in- 
candescent lights have been upon the dimness and red 
color of the lights, which seems to be the trouble with the 
outlying districts, where the lights only givea dull red 
glow. We believe all of our lights should be improved, 
for the price we pay, which is high. 


BRIDGES. 


We have been spared the serious trouble in connection 
with bridges which beset the Board the previous year. 
New abutments have been built under the Lowden bridge 
over the east branch of the Housatonic river at Pomeroy 
avenue, and one under the Rice bridge on Beaver street. 
These were placed on good foundations and laid with ce- 
ment. The original abutments were of a most flimsy and 
unsubstantial character, and were liable to collapse at any 
time. The Van Sickler bridge abutments have not been 
rebuilt, but they have been pointed up so that we can de- 
termine if there is any giving way. We are watching 
them and are in hopes that they will not have to be rebuilt 
immediately. We find so much of the older work for the 
town in the way of abutments was poorly done, probably 
with the view of economy of appropriations, that it will 
not be surprising if we have trouble with more of our 
bridges in the future. 

In the way of ordinary repairs on bridges the follow- 
ing work has been done: 

The bridge at Milan Hungerford’s on the Barkerville 
road, the Taylor bridge on South street, and the bridge at 
Parker’s, between West street and Stearnsville, have been 
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replanked ; the stone abutmen!s to the bridge on Jason 
street have been relaid, and the West Housatonic street 
and the West streot bridges have been newly concreted. 

There are several iron beam bridges, now covered 
with plauking, which should be covered with iron plates 
and concreted. This should be done as fast as possible. 
If two of them could be so covered each year they would 
soon all be in good shape. We would recommend a suffi- 
cient appropriation for bridge purposes to do this work on 
two bridges the coming year. 


WATER WORKS. 


The Water Works are one of the most important de- 
partments of the city. They constitute the largest piece 
of property in the possession ofthe city, and nothing is 
more closely connected with the comfort and convience of 
the people. With the growth of the city the Water Works 
must grow and enlarge. The extension of distributing 
mains has been very large the past year, and the increase 
in the number of water takers has also been large. The 
Board is convinced that every possible measure to prevent 
undue waste of water must be adopted. We have recently 
purchased and attached some twenty-five water meters, 
which have been put upon the pipes oflarge consumers. 
In most cases we believe this measure will result in in- 
creased income and at the same time prevent waste. If 
we can husband our water supply, and thus prevent or 
postpone heavy outlay for additions, it will be wise to do 
so. The income from water rates has been increasing from 
year to year, the gain being at the rate of alittle over a 
thousand dollars a year on the average. Last year, by 
gathering up every dollar that could be collected, a gain 
$5,862.71 was recorded. This was partly made possible by 
the failure to pay for hydrant service for the last year 
under town government. This year the gain is $1,466.45, 
the entire collection being $30,081.82. The following table 
gives the receipts from water rates and the expenditures 
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to date, as accurately as they can be gathered from the re- 
ports of the Fire District and those of this Board for the 
two years past :

It will be seen from a study of these figures that in 
the earlier years the difference between the income for 
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water rates and the expenditures for construction and ` 
maintenance was large. Since 1886, however, there has 
usually been a neat balance on the other side. The year 
1890 was an exception, because the sixteen inch main was 
laid that year. 'The past year has been an exception also, 
because the Hathaway brook dam and pipe line was con. 
structed. Had not that been done the income for water 
rates would just about have met the expenditures for main- 
tenance, for extensions of distributing mains, and also for 
payments for interest and principal on the water debt. The above 
table does not show the payments on the debt. 

The following table shows the entire water works finan- 
ces for the year, so far as they have been in the hands of 
the Board :—

The uncollected water rates amount to $513.98, which 
is less than two per cent. of the total. These will nearly 
all be collected during the winter. That the amount of 
uncollected rates is so small is due to the work that has 
been put into the collection. At the close of each ten days’ 
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collection, during which the discount of twenty per cent. 
is allowed, there remained over five hundred unsettled ac- 
counts, so that the completion of the collection meant the 
collection of those five hundred accounts by personal ef- 
fort ; or the searching out and collection from a thousand 
people during the year. 

Included in the above amount of water rates collected 
is $3,163.80 received from other departments of the city, 
for hydrant service, water in buildings and watering tubs. 

If the consumption of water continues to increase, 
further additions to the supply will have to be made. "The 
next increase will be likely to be a costly one. If we avail 
ourselves of the right given the city by act of the last 
Legislature, and take Mill Brook, the cost will probably be 
$50,000, and that seems to be the only available stream to 
take in. How soon that will have to be done will depend 
on the rate of increase in consumption and whether we 
have severe drouths. In our opinion if the waste of water 
could be stopped, no further increase would be necessary 
for several years, although the building of sewers will in- 
crease the use of water. We are probably using twice the 
quantity of water per capita that we should. We think 
that the introduction of water meters upon the supply 
pipes of consumers would be a step in the right direction. 
It is a well known fact that various cities have reduced 
their daily consumption of water two-thirds by the adop- 
tion of the meter system. When a consumer has a meter 
on his pipe he is not going to let the water run to waste. 


LARGER STREET MAINS. 


We are convinced that the city will soon be obliged © 
make provision for larger street mains in the central part 
of the city. The bulk of our distributing mains are of 
four-inch pipe, with a few of larger size and a number 
which are only three inch. Already outlying districts are 
beginning to feel the need of a more ample supply for daily 
use, as well as for fire protection. The whole Morningside 
district is dependent upon small pipes; the vicinity of the 
Peck and Russell mills and Eveningside are in the same 
condition. 'The water pipes will soon have to be extended 
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to Pontoosuc, and then things will be still worse in that 
quarter. The southern part of the town, beyond East 
Housatonic street, is also scantily supplied. 

During the past year the Board haslaid 1230 feet of 
eight inch pipe in Dawes avenue, eastward from the Van 
Sickler bridge, and it is our intention to extend this pipe 
to Elm street by way of a new street soon to be opened 
through the Pollock property, and there connect with the 
sixteen inch main. Then by extending the eight inch pipe 
across the Van Sickler bridge, westward to Pomeroy ave- 
nue or further, there will be provided an adequate supply 
for that portion of the town. 

In the northern part of the town larger pipes will be 
required. A main not less than twelve inches in diameter 
should connect with the twelve inch main on the east side 
of the Tannery bridge and be extended across to the Morn- 
ingside district. Then it can be extended northward with 
ten and eight inch pipes, thus furnishing an ample supply 
of water to the Eveningside, Peck and Russell, Bel Air 
and Taconic districts, and Pontoosuc when necessary. 

This work, or something equivalent to it. will have to 
be undertaken very soon, and would permit the placing of 
many more hydrants, giving better fire protection, and an 
ample supply of water for daily use, and make provision 
for the growth of the city north ward. 

In our opinion the solution of the question of more 
water for fire purposes, on North street or elsewhere, lies 
in larger street mains rather than in water tanks. The 
larger mains must come anyway. There are large sections 
of the city which are now insufficiently supplied with 
water for fire protection. The entire Morningside section 
is now supplied by four inch pipes leading off from an 
eight inch pipe in North street above the railroad bridge, 
with the exception of one four inch pipe which crosses 
the railroad at Second street. A four inch pipe will ordi- 
narily only deliver one good stream for fire purposes. If 
there is not sufficient water supply on North street, in- 
crease it by bettering the pipe system. Ifthe main spoken 
of &bove were put in and cross connections of sufficient ca- 
pacity made with the pipes in North street at suitable 
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points, a fire at any point on North street would have 
water through an eight or ten inch pipe supplied at both 
ends, which would be sufficient. 'The worst fire this town 
ever had, probably, was in 1891, when Bridges stable was 
burned, and there was no lack of water with our present 
System of pipes. 

The building of a tank of the size proposed last year 
under the surface of our principal street will be costly, 
dangerous to heavy traffice, and a continual nuisance in 
various ways, and when completed will only contain as 
much water as will flow through a ten inch pipe at the 
same point in a very few minutes. 


EXTENSIONS. 


During the past year a greater length of distributing 
mains has been laid than in any recent year, and it seems 
likely that the demand for extensions will increase rather 
than dimish. The following are the extensions put in 
during the year : 

North street, 420 feet of four inch pipe, near Spring- 
Side, | 

Oak street, 212 of four inch pipe. 

North Pearl street, 809 feet of four inch pipe.

High street, from Dawes avenue to William street, 
1015 feet of four inch pipe. |

way of the Oliver Wendell Holmes place, 5,113 feet of four 
inch pipe.

HATHAWAY BROOK. 


Under authority of an act of the Legislature of the 
year 1892, entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide an Additional 
Water Supply for the City of Pittsfield," and by direction 
of the City Council, the water supply of Hathaway brook 
has been added to our system during the year. A dam 
has been built upon the land of Mr. Munsch at about the 
same elevation as the Sackett reservoir, and fitted with 
the proper gates, screens, gate house, etc. From this dam 
the waters of the brook are conveyed through a ten inch 
iron pipe and taken into the sixteen inch main at a little 
below the Ashley reservoir. In this work 4,600 feet of ten 
inch pipe were used, 16 feet of 16-inch pipe, and 24 feet of 
19-inch pipe. It isso arranged that the waters of the 
brook can be conveyed to the city through the Ashley 
reservoir pipes, or may be excluded altogether. The work 
is completed, with the exception of building a fence around 
the reservoir, and the acquiring of the title to the land, 
and a right of way to the dam, and also a right to repair 
the pipe line. This little plant will compare favorably 
with the other portions of our water system, being well 
constructed, and will make a permanent, though small, 
addition to our water supply. 


MAINTENANCE... 


The expenditures for the maintenance of the water 
works have been larger in the past year than in the year 
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previous. The ordinance adopted last June requires that 
the work attendant upon the introduction of water into 
private premises shall be done by the Board of Public 
Works to the line of the street. That added largely to the 
cost of maintenance, and will add more the coming year. 


NEW HYDRANTS SET.

CIVIL ENGINEER. 


Early last spring the Board deemed it advisable to em- 
ploy & Civil Engineer, the increasing need of good engi 
neering in connection with City work becoming more 
apparent as our work progressed. The Board was embar- 
rassed in its operations by the almost total lack of plans or 
records in the possession of the city; the total inability of the 
Board or anyone else to find the location of the most of our 
Streets, also the location, depth and size of the main drains 
and their connections; or any details of engineering work 
done for the City. 

Consequently, Mr. A. A. Fobes of Worcester, an en- 
gineer of ten years experience in municipal work, was 
engaged. He began his work in May, and has labored 
under great difficulty, not having time to prepare for 
the summer work, and not having the benefit of records, 
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plans, maps, or other data of previous engineering. His 
work during the season has been thorough, and the Board 
has accumulated more data for future work during the 
past season than tbe entire amount of data in the possess- 
ion of the city at the beginning of the year. Whenever a 
sidewalk has been constructed, & drain laid, or & gutter 
paved, levels have been taken, measurements made, and 
the work carefully planned in reference to othér work of 
like character which may have to be done at some future 
time. In most cases a profile has been made and placed on 
file, and wherever advisable, plans have also been made. 
The building of the Hathaway brook dam, the locating of 
the pipe line, etc., have been under his charge, and have 
been well done. He has also had charge of the building of 
the new bridge abutments, also planning the improvements 
on Clapp avenue, which have been only partially carried 
out. He has also done a large amount of work in connec- 
tion with the proposition to raise West street. And the 
results of all his work are on file and available at any time. 

During the winter he will prepare plans for improve. 
ments on several streets so that work may commence early 
in the spring. He willalso survey and make plans of the 
land to be taken for Hathaway dam and pipe line, and 
make surveys of streets which should be re-located. Besides 
this he will establish a system of ‘‘ Bench Marks," which 
the city has never had. The height of the city above. sea 
level at some given point will be ascertained, taken as a 
base line and recorded, and permanent marks placed at 
various places about the city, and their height above base 
line recorded also. These will serve as beginning points 
for all work in their neighborhood, and their value and 
convenience can be easily seen. By this plan all engineer- 
ing work in the city will refer to the same basis of levels. 


RE-LOCATIONS. 


There are but comparatively few streets in this city 
whose location can be accurately determined. This fact is 
very embarrassing to usin our work. Every improvement 
on a street, every sidewalk, every establishment of a grade, 
brings up the question of the location of the street, and we. 
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are obliged to proceed in our work with the location in 
doubt. Itis also & perplexity in cases of encroachments 
upon the streets by private parties. 

The expert who has been employed the past year by 
the city to search the records and ascertain the location of 
our streets, thinks that it will require several years to com- 
plete the searching of all the records and deeds having a 
bearing upon their location. And after all the records are 
searched, the facts as found might not fix the bounds so 
that they could be ascertained by engineers. 

We recommend that a sum of money be included in the 
appropriation for highway uses, to be devoted to the work 
of surveying of streets and setting bounds, and that such 
streets be re-located and the new survey be made official 
and authoritative. This work should be continued every 
year, à few streets being re-located every year, until all of 
our streets have a location properly recorded and marked 
by stone bounds, so thatit can be easily and definitely 
ascertained at any time, on the ground. 


CITY HALL. 


Some changes have been made in the City Hall during 
the year. Two of the outer doors have been closed and 
replaced by windows, the Sewer Commissioners’ room has 
been enlarged by the removal of a water closet, the water 
closet on the lower floor has been ventilated, and a bank 
railing has been placed in the City Clerk's office, with con- 
venience for the City Clerk and Tax Collector. 

The Engineer has been quartered in our office during 
the summer. He will occupy the Assessors’ office during 
the winter. The first of May he will have to vacate that 
room, and then he will be without an office. Our office be- 
ing so small, it is impossible to furnish room in it for him- 
self, his assistants, supplies, instruments, plan racks, tools. 
etc. If there was nothing else in it, i& would be too small 
for his purposes. As itis, our office serves as a place of 
meeting for the Board, for the office of the clerk, the in- 
spector, the superintendent and the foreman. It also 
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serves as a collector's office for the collection of the water 
rates, and as a cashier's office for the weekly payment of 
laborers, and at such times it is crowded. The Board also 
give hearings in it, and meet there parties who have busi- 
ness with them. There is no spacein it for drafting tables, 
for racks for the storage of plans, for the instruments and 
tools of an engineer, nor for him and his assistants to do 
their work. Provision should be madefor a small addition 
upon the rear of the present City Hall. Besides the needs 
of our department, the School Committee needs an addi- 
tional room for its purposes, being now obliged to use 
space in one of the school houses, and consume much time 
ingoing to and fro. The Overseers of the poor have no 
room. Their clerk is quartered in the committee room be- 
longing to the Common Council. He is only permitted to 
keep his desk there, and is frequently crowded out alto- 
gether. 'The Assessors and the Sewer Commissioners are 
not well accommodated. An addition of four rooms can 
be built without great cost, and we would earnestly recom- 
mend an appropriation for that purpose. 


PARK AND COMMON. 


The work of the Board on Parks and Common during 
the year has consisted in the ordinary work of caring for 
these grounds, with the exception of the Common on First 
Street. 'The fence on the south and east of that ground had 
become old and rotten and had fallen down in many places. 
The Board found it necessary to entirely rebuild this fence, 
reducing the height and putting up a neat and substantial 
picket fence. 

For two years we have sold the grass on the Burbank 
Park, and no fertilizer has been put upon the land. It will 
be necessary to manure the land soon, or there will be no 
grass to sell. We suggest that money be appropriated for 
this purpose or that we be authorized io use the money re- 
ceived from the sale of grass for enriching the soil, as far 
as is necessary. 
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INSURANCE. 


We have kept all the public buildings under our charge 
covered by insurance the past year, and have also placed 
insurance upon all new ones. "There is not a large amount 
of insurance to expire during the coming year, the bulk of 
existing policies expiring in 1894. The City Charter pro- 
vides that the school houses of the city shall be under the 
care of the School Committee. In our opinion they should 
have the care of their insurance, and our Board be relieved 
of that duty.

In the above table the appropriation is given in its 
final form, after all transfers to and from had been made, 
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In the account for Hathaway Brook it is given as original- 
ly made, $15,000, though only $10,000 has been borrowed. 
In Sackett Brook account the actual loan was also $1,000 
less than the appropriation asit appears. In the Contin- 
gent account is $500 given the Board as an emergency 
fund, and charged to this account, but which has been re- 
turned to the City Treasurer. We have laid sidewalk as- 
sessments to the amount of $2,755.93, and therefore the 
net expense of the sidewalks laid during the year was 
$6,037.79, instead of $8,793.72, as above. 

The Board has collected and paid over to the City 
Treasurer $880.32 in miscellaneous collections during the 
year. Included in this amount was $127 for ‘the grass on 
Burbank Park, and $16.00 for the grass on the Common, 
$140 for the old house and barn on the Barker property, 
and the remainder was for street scrapings and old ma- 
terial sold, and for work done by our department for pri- 
vate parties. Of course this money was not added to our 
appropriations. We are sometimes obliged to do work for 
private parties, and being obliged to turn the money re- 
ceived for it over to the City Treasurer as collections, the 
work so done is a dead loss to us, diminishing our appro- 
priations by that amount.

PITTSFIELD, Feb. 1st, 1893. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of the City of Pittsfield: 


The Commissioners of Sewers for the City of Pittsfield 
respectfully present this, their second annual report, con- 
taining a statement of the work done under their super- 
vision for the year 1892, and its cost, and a general state- 
ment of all the work done on the new sewer system, with 
the total expenditure up to close of the season of 1892. 


BIDS. 


The work to be done during the season of 1892 was 
early determined upon, and the plans and specifications 
made ready, so that on March 2nd proposals for bids were 
advertised for. 

On March 19th bids for furnishing materials were 
opened. 

There were received for furnishing brick seven bids, 
at prices ranging from $7.60 to $9.25 per thousand, de- 
livered free on board cars at Pittsfield. | 

The contract was awarded to the Brookfield Brick 
Company, at thelowest bid, viz.: $7.60 per thousand. 

There were received for furnishing Rosendale cement 
seven bids, at prices ranging from $1.03 to $1.14 per barrel, 
covering a large number of brands and qualities. 

For furnishing Portland cement 11 bids were received, 
ranging in prices from $2.48 to $3.15 per barrel. 
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All the bids received at this time were rejected, and 
upon other bids being received, the contract for furnishing 
both kinds of cement was awarded to H. P. Lucas, at the 
prices of $1.08 per barrel for Rosendale and $2.48 per barrel 
for Portland cement, delivered free on board cars at Pitts- 
field. 

For furnishing manhole castings 12 bids were received, 
ranging in prices from $8.10 to $11.00 per set, all of which 
bids were rejected, and upon other bids being made, the 
contract was awarded to Marcus T. Moore, at $8.10 per set, 
delivered on the line of the sewer. 

The contract for vitrified pipe was made in November, 
1891, when ten bids were received. These bids varied 
very materially in conditions as to deliverv, measurement, 
etc., and in prices, which ranged from 75 to 60 per cent. off 
list prices. 

A careful consideration and computation of all the 
bids showed that of W. G. Backus' Sons at 70 per cent. off 
list price, with conditions of delivery and inspection of 
pipe on the trench and measurement when laid, so that 
the city should pay only for the pipe actually laid in the 
ditch, to be the most advantageous to the city, and the 
contract was awarded to that firm. 

The bids for the construction of the trunk and lateral 
sewers were opened March 24 ; of these there were five, as 
follows:

At a meeting of the Commissioners held March 28, it 
was voted, “That the Commissioners consider it for the 
best interests of the city that the contract for the construc- 
tion of the west trunk sewer and laterals be awarded to 
Henry C. Eyre of Chester, Pa., and that it be so awarded." 

Within a few days contracts with all the contractors 
were duly executed, and good and sufficient bonds for 
their faithful performance were clelivered to the city. 
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THE WORK. 


The preliminary work consisting of the preparations of 
the working plans, the making of contracts etc, having 
been completed the Commissioners did all in their power 
to hasten the beginning of the work, so that on the morn- 
ing of April 11 it was begun at the outlet in Learned lot. 

Owing to the large amount of work to be completed it 
became necessary to push it from as many different points 
as possible. Accordingly about the middle of April a gang 
of men was put to work in the Foster lot near Tillotson 
mill. 

Another gang was put to work in the rear of the Rob- 
bins & Kellogg cottages, and work on the main lateral 
through Lake Street and under the Boston & Albany R. R. 
track at Second Street, which sewers the North Eastern 
section of the city, was begun. 

Another gang was put to work on Bradford Street 
near River Street, on the main lateral which sewers Brad- 
ford and Union Streets and a large section of the city South 
of Linden Street. l 

It was evident that the work on the West Branch sew- 
er would be difficult and tedious and, that in order to com- 
plete it during the season, it would be necessary to put on 
as many gangs of men as possible. Besides the gang 
at the lower end, another was put to work on River Street 
in the Driscoll lot; another in the rear of the Pomeroy mill; 
another in the highway in front of the Russell & Jones 
clockshop, and later on, still another in Alder Street. 

The work from the outfall through the Learned lot 
proceeded rapidly, a deep cut at the westerly side, where 
the sewer was in an excavation of 30 feet, being the only 
difficult part. 

No particular difficulties were encountered in the work 
through the lands of Hutchinson, Welsh, Henry Colt es- 
tate, Mrs. Dunham and Williams street to South street. 

From South street through the Colt and Hinsdale 
properties quantities of bowlders and ledge were found. 

Through the land of Atwood water came into the 
trench in such quantities that it became necessary to lay 
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vitrified pipe under the brick sewer to protect the newly 
laid masonry and give it timeto thoroughly harden before 
allowing the water to rise upon it. This underdrain was 
continued through the land of Atwood and into the land of 
Pomeroy. Here such quantities of water came into the 
trench that it became necessary to use a steam pump to 
keep the trench free. From this point to the upper end of 
the trunk sewer it was necessary to use powerful pumping 
machinery ; as many as five steam pumps being employed 
day and night at one time. 


In the land of Pomeroy and at Henry street the trench 
was excavated through a solid ledge three hundred feet 
long and at a depth of four to twelve feet. This part of 
the work was necessarily difficult and proceeded slowly. 


From Henry street through West Housatonic street 
and land of Hall and Mrs. Pomeroy to Worthington street 
the work was accomplished without any serious difficulty. 
Water came into the trench in the usual large quantities 
and care had to be taken to prevent injury to the founda- 
tions of adjacent buildings. In passing the house of T. E. 
Hall the trench was solidly braced with heavy timber. 
The timbers and braces were left in place after the comple- 
tion of the brick work to prevent after settlement and in- 
iury to the foundations of the building. 


It was found upon digging tesv pits and making 
soundings that the contemplated line from Worthington 
street to Church street would be through à muck swamp, 
the muck being thirty feet deep in places. To follow this 
line would have necessitated the driving of long piles and 
much expensive timber work. As the work through the 
swamp would have been very expensive, with some doubt 
as to its permanency, the Commissioners decided that it 
would be safer and more economical to change the line 
of the sewer and run around the westerly end of the Rus- 
sell & Jones clock shop. The new line proved to be the 


better location and the work was completed without much 
difficulty. 


In passing the clock shop great care was taken not to 
injure the foundation of the building, and the heavy tim- 
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bers with which the trench was braced were left in place 
after completing the brick work. 

From the clock shop through the highway to New 
West street the excavation was through a bed of boiling 
blue quicksand. The sides of the trench were firmly 
braced, and a heavy flooring of timber was built on the 
bottom. On this flooring a solid foundation of stone ma- 
sonry, the size and shape of the sewer, was laid, and the 
brick sewer then built on this stone masonry and covered. 

The excavation through New West street under the Bos- 
ton and Albany railroad bridge to West street and through 
West street was in coarse gravel, through which large 
quantities of water came. Steam pumps were kept at 
work night and day to keep the water below the brick- 
work while it was being built and allowed to harden. 

That portion of the trench under the Boston and AI- 
bany railroad was solidly braced with extra heavy timbers, 
The timbers were left in place so that no after settlement 

could take place and injure the abutments of the railroad 
bridge. | 

From West street through the lands of Enright and 
Carpenter the excavation was through clay and very deep, 
and it was necessary to leave the timbers in place to pre- 
vent injury to the adjacent houses. 

From the land of Carpenter through the lands of 
Linnehan, Fratenburgh, Gimlich & White and Driscoll, 
and through River street to Francis avenue, the work was 
very difficult and proceeded slowly. The excavation was 
mostly in coarse gravel with bowlders, and from ten to 
thirty feet in depth. As the grade of the sewer was from 
one to six feet below the grade of the river, the water 
came into the trench in large quantities. Powerful steam 
pumping machinery was kept constantly at work, and 
modern trench machinery was used in the excavation and 
everything was done to push the work as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and on January 1, 1893, this portion of the work was 
completed. 

Manholes for cleaning and inspection were built on 
the line of the sewer at frequent intervals and at every 
change of grade or direction. The sewer being built on a 
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true line and grade between manholes, it is possible to lo- 
cate obstructions by looking from one manhole to another. 

Openings were left in the sewer at every house and 
vacant lot for the purpose of making connections. When 
the sewer was laid more than ten feet deep chimneys or 
pipes were built up to within eight feet of the surface of 
the ground, that abutters might be saved the expense of 
deep excavations in making connections. 

Careful records of these openings were made and 
placed on file in the office of the Commissioners. 

As the work progressed it was carefully inspected by 
men appointed for that purpose, and no part was allowed 
to be covered until it had been so inspected and approved. 

A bout the middle of April the work on the East trunk 
sewer, which was constructed from the outlet to Tillot- 
son's mill during the season of 1891, was taken up and 
completed through the land of the Foster heirs to the line 
of the Boston and Albany railroad. 'This work proceeded 
slowly, owing to the large amount of water which flowed 
into the trench. 

At the Boston and Albany railroad line the work was 
discontinued to await the construction of the new Fourth 
street bridge. 

The work in this section was carried on at Lincoln 
street and Spring street. The main lateral in Lincoln 
street was laid at a considerable depth to sewer the low 
district inthe vicinity of Wellington avenue. The main 
laterals through Kellogg street and Spring street to Bur- 
bank street, and Maple street to the jail were constructed 
at this time. These laterals were laid at a considerable 
depth in order to sewer thelow section in the vicinity of 
the silk mill The work in this section moved slowly 
owing to the large amount of ground water encountered. 
The sewers in the streets connecting with these main 
laterals had been built in the mean time. 

As soon as the construction of the new Fourth street 
bridge had proceeded far enough to allow the work on the 
East trunk sewer to be continued, a gang of men was 
promptly put to work and the connection with the trunk 
sewer and the laterals was made. The trunk sewer and 
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laterals were then cleaned, flushed and inspected, and on 
December 30 the public was notified that they were ready 
for use. 

Seventen permits for connecting with the sewer were 
granted, when it became necessary for the Board of Public 
Works to refuse any further permits to dig up the streets 
until warmer weather. 

The main lateral beginning at the East trunk sewer in 
the rear of the Robbins and Kellogg cottages, which sew- 
ers the north east section of the city south of Lincoln. 
Street, was built through Fourth street, Lake street,'Third 
street, Lake street and crossing the land of John Johnson 
and the Boston and Albany railroad tracks to the junction 
of Adam and Second streets ; thence through Adam street 
to First street. 

Owing to the depth at which the sewer through Adam 
street had to be laid in order to sewer the district, includ- 
ing Melville and North Pearl streets, the work was hard 
and proceeded slowly. A great many bowlders were 
blasted from the trench, and near the corner of Adam and 
First streets solid ledge was found which materially de- 
layed the progress of the work. 


The sewers connecting with this main lateral had 
in the mean time been built in the adjacent streets. 

After these sewers had been cleaned, flushed and in- 
spected, notice was given that they were ready for use, 
and since that time one hundred and fifteen permits have 
been granted to make connections up to the time when the 
Board of Public Works ceased issuing permits to dig up 
the streets. 

The work on the lateral sewers on the west side of the 
city was vigorously pushed and progressed rapidly, except 
on the main lateral on Bradford street and Union street, 
which sewers the section of the city in the vicinity of 
Bradford, Union, Summer and North streets and Francis 
avenue. This portion of the main lateral was laid deep 
in order tosewer thelow sections of North street and 
Summer street. This excavation was in a hard pan soil 
with large bowlders which made the work difficult and ex- 
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pensive. After the laterals in this section were completed 
they were carefully cleaned, flushed and inspected. 

Manholes for inspecting and cleaning were placed ip 
all the laterals at intervals not exceeding three hundred 
feet and the pipe laid toa true line and grade, making it 
possible to look through the sewer from manhole to man- 
hole. Openings for connections were left in the sewers 
for every house and vacant lot, and careful records made 
of the openings and placed in the office of the Commis- 
sloners. 

The work completed during the season of 1899 is as: 
follows: 

West trunk sewer, 12334 feet of brick sewer; East 
irunk sewer, 1086 feet of vitrifed pipe sewer.  Laterals, 
as shown in the following tables, containing the names of 
the streets and size, and number of feet of pipe laid in 
each street. 

The total work now completed on the new system con- 
sists of about thirteen miles of sewer.

SEWERAGE FOR COUNTY BUILDINGS. 


Under the authority contained in the provisions of 
Chapter 357 of the Acts of 1590, an agreement was en- 
tered into July 5, 1892, between the County Commissioners 
of the County of Berkshire, represented by Commissioners 
James W. Ferry and John I. LeRoy, and Special Com- 
missloner Adelbert Tinney, and the Commissioners of 
Sewers represented by James L. Bacon aud Charles W. 
Kellogg, whereby it was agreed that the County of Berk. 
shire should pay to the City of Pittsfield the sum of five 
thousand dollars in lieu of all assessments upon the Coun- 
ty property upon which the House of Correction and other 
County buildings connected therewith stand, for the con- 
struction of the necessary sewers and laterals for the dis- 
posal of the sewage of said County buildings, which | 
sewers are a part of the system of sewers being constructed 
by said Sewer Commissioners. | 

This sum of five thousand dollars has been paid to the 
Treasurer of the City of Pittsfield, together with one hun- 
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and thirty-nine dollars and ten cents for materials furnish- 
ed by the City for the construction of the particular sewer 
connecting the County buildings with the main sewer. 


RECORDS. 


Sectional plans of the streets of the City and of private 
property through which sewers have been constructed, 
showing the location, size and grades of all sewers, man- 
holes and connections, have been made. 

These plans also show the buildings now erected on 
abutting property, generally giving the frontage of each 
abutter, and the profiles annexed show the grades of the 
streets, or their height above mean low water at Boston, 
and the depth of the sewers below the surface of the 
streets. Having been made upon a uniform scale these 
plans not only make a valuable record of the sewer sys- 
tem, but as they show the lines and grades of the streets, 
are also valuable for the information they contain that 
may be of service to the City authorities in planning 
future permanent improvements, and from them could be 
made an accurate map of the City. 


DAMAGES. 


In locating the trunk sewers private property was 
avoided as much as possible, but it was absolutely neces- 
sary to pass through a great deal of private land, and 
many claims for damages have arisen. 

The Commissioners have made special efforts to settle 
these claims and have succeeded in doing so in many cases. 

They have settled the damages with and obtained an 
easement for sewer pnrposes in the lands of the following 
named persons, viz :

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APPORTIONMENT OF COST. 


The matter of the proper apportionment of the cost of 
the completed system between the City and abutters is 
one to which your Commissioners have given considerable 
attention. The methods by which this may be done have 
been somewhat largely increased by recent acts of the 
Legislature. and several plans have been proposed. Of 
these there seems to be but two that are applicable to our 
present condition. 

One is, that the entire cost of the system be assumed 
by the City, and that a rate for the use thereof be collected 
from the users, said rate to be large enough to cover the 
interest on the cost of construction, expenses for repairs 
and maintenance, and the establishment of a sinking fund. 

The other, which the Commissioners recommend, is, 
that the city assume the cost of the two trunk lines, as be- 
ing needed equally for all sewers, and that a stated per- 
centage of the average cost of all laterals be assessed upon 
abutting property whether situated so as to be connected 
with the trunk or lateral sewers. 

It will be found that the average cost of lateral sewers 
is about one dollar per running foot, and the Commission- 
ers believe that seventy-five per cent of this amount should 
fairly be paid by the abutters, and they recommend that a 
uniform assessment of thirty-seven and one-half cents per 
front foot, for lots one hundred feet in depth, and a pro- 
portionate amount for such rear lands as may be built up- 
on, be laid upon lands of abutters so situated as to be able 
to use the sewers. 

This recommendation of seventy-five per cent. to be 
assumed by the abutters is based upon the fact that in the 
new System the City, as a whole, receives no benefit for the 
carrying away of surface water through the sewers, but is 
obliged to make other provisions for such water. | 

When the time comes (as it soon will) that the City 
will be obliged to provide some method of sewerage dis- 
posal other than that now used, an expenditure will arise 
which is for the benefit of all users of sewers, whether con- 
nected with the old or new systems; this expenditure will 
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be caused by a condition of things which is brought about 
equally by all, and, in providing for the cost of this work, 
a different method may well obtain, and your Commis- 
sioners believe that a system of rentals laid upon all users 
of sewers sufficient to provide for the construction, main- 
tenance and eventual extinction of the debt necessarily 
contracted for such disposal, based upon the water rates of 
each user, would be equitable and well deserving of care- 
ful consideration. 


The Commissioners are also of the opinion that in col- 
lecting the assessments above recommended, that arrange- 
ments should be made whereby the holders of property so 
assessed may avail themselves of all the provisions of the 
statute that allows the payment of such assessments to ex- 
tend over a term of years. Such assessment, if laid by the 
City Council, becomes a lien upon the property and will 
bear interest at a rate not less than that which the City 
has to pay for money borrowed to build these sewers. 


The Commissioners desire to call attention to the fol- 
lowing recommendation which appeared in their report 
for last year: 


“'The Commissioners also call attention to the neces- 
sity that exists for a plumbing ordinance which shall regu- 
late the methods and materials used in making connections 
with particular sewers. The act gives the Commissioners 
authority to prescribe rules and regulations for particular 
sewers and their connection with common sewers. The 
Commissioners construe the act as giving them authority 
over the construction of all particular sewers until such 
sewers connect with the plumbing of the buildings from 
which they lead. They do not believe that any authority 
now vests in any officer representing the City to supervise 
any plumbing which may be put in any building in the 
City. In view of the importance of the public health, and 
in order that the large sums which the City is expending 
for sewerage may be of the greatest benefit, they suggest 
that some ordinance be passed, which will cause the plumb- 
ing to be in accordance with improved sanitary principles."

WORK FOR THE SEASON OF 1893. 


The Commissioners recommend that sufficient money 
be appropriated to their use to enable them during the 
coming season to finish the west trunk sewer as far north 
as the grist mill; to lay laterals through the House of 
Mercy district; to extend the system across the river at 
Columbus avenue, totake care of the district between 
West and Linden streets ; across the river at the tannery, 
io take care of the district including Elm, High and Newell 
Streets; across the river at West Housatonic street, to take 
care of the Pomeroy district, and to lay a sewer through 
East street of sufficient size to provide for the increased 
amount of sewege which must be carried through this 
street.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Mayor and City Council: 


In submitting the annual report of the Board of Health 
for your consideration, we can congratulate the citizens 
that the past year was passed without any outbreak of con- 
tagious disease of any severity. While there has been a 
number of cases of scarlet fever, we are to congratulate 
ourselves that most of these cases were of a very mild type, 
a great many of the persons so afflicted not having been 
confined to their beds, only a very few of the so-called 
malignant types being reported. 

The Board regret the necessity of urging upon our city 
government the importance of all means and agencies that 
tend to the establishment and maintenance of the public 
health. | 

We feel obliged to call attention to the excessive sprink- 
ling of our streets as well as the excessive foliage, causing 
some of the thorough-fares from spring till fall to be simply 
mud holes, only productive of disease. 


THE CITY GARBAGE. 


The necessity for this city caring for the garbage is 
becoming more apparent every year. Its peculiar situation 
in regard to natural sewage is obvious to most of our citi- 
zens. The annual accumulation of refuse matter, for the 
disposal of which the city government must provide, neces- 
sitates a permanent dumping ground or some means of 
total destruction. The production of waste goes on daily 
with life and its final disposal must be met with a great 
deal of consideration in a section like the one in which we 
live. Furnaces are now built by which all refuse, night 
soil, swill, dead animals, etc., are completely consumed, 
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CITY EXCAVATOR. 


The work of the city excavator for the past year 
has been of great value in removing a vast amount of 
refuse matter which heretofore has been deposited on 
vacant lots and yards throughout thecity. The total num- 
ber of cubic feet of liquids being 13,104, the total of solids 
being 14,878 1-2 making a sum total of 27,982 1-2 cubic feet. 
This has been removed from the city limits and properly 
cared for under the supervision of this Board. 

The entrance of cholera into the port and city of New 
York sent a warning to every Board of Health in the land 
to look at the sanitary condition of their respective cities 
and towns. This Board took immediate measures to place 
our city in a better sanitary condition and in view of the 
same appointed the complete police force of the city as san- 
itary inspectors in order to facilitate the work. Too much 
cannot be said in praise of the co-operation of the police 
force. The Chief of Police immediately placed two officers, 
Dean and White, at the disposal of the Board, and their 
work was most efficiently done; the following is a report 
of the inspectors and the sanitary condition as found :

Necessity compels us to decry the plumbing of hun- 
dreds of buildings in this city. Nothing but an inspection 
of the same could give any adequate idea of the manner in 
which the so-called work of plumbing is done, not in par- 
ticular by those doing work as plumbers but by day labor- 
ers, tin and sheet iron pipes with joints of cement and 
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outlet pipes from sinks running upwards at an angle of 20 
degrees. A proper inspector of plumbing in this city is a 
necessity that we should no longer be without, for the pro- 
tection of the health of the city demands proper sanitary 
plumbing. Most of our contagious diseases are traceable 
to some of these so called forms of plumbing. In one case 
of continued fever reported by a physician, it was found 
that all the sewage matter of the house was emptied into 
the cellar on account of the giving away of the tin drain 
pipe. In other cases no provisions were made for carrying 
house drainage outside and buckets were kept under the 
sink which soon become a source of contagion. 

The completion of the east side sewer and lateral also 
the west side with the exception of about one hundred and 
twenty-five (125) feet of main trunk, furnishes our city 
with a system of sewage adequate for the needs of many 
years to come. The system now comprises a complete line 
about eleven (11) miles long. The form as submitted is a 
good one if properly carried out to the full extent of the 
requirements of the Sewer Commissioners. 

This system it must be understood is for sewer matter 
only and not for surface drainage, and in order to insure to 
our citizens the greatest protection in regard to health the 
commissioners will set forth in what manner all connections 
for drainage shall be made with such sewer, and the form 
of ventilation ihat must exist. This Board believes that to 
carry out this end a proper person should have full con- 
trol of all such connections and to see that no connection 
shall be made not in the strict conformity with the regu- 
lations of the Sewer Board. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The number of contagious diseases for the past year is 
about half the number of the preceding year. In Decem- 
ber of 1891 the scarlet fever gained some headway, thirty 
cases being reported for that month. 

Through good and strict quarantineing the number 
for the following months decreased until September when 
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five cases were reported against three for August, since 
which time there has been a gradual increase until Decem- 
ber when there were fifteen cases reported. In many in- 
stances the increase was owing to the carelessness of par- 
ents, the healthy children being allowed free access to and 
from thesick room. And again, some cases have been so 
exceedingly light that the parents, while observing that 
the child did not feel well, did not recognize the true con- 
ditions until some other member of the family was taken 
down in a severe form. In one such case two children 
had the disease and its presence was not suspected until 
the mother, a woman of 37 years, was taken with the dis- 
ease. 

There has been & slight increase in the number of 
cases of diphtheria, 22 cases having been reported for the 
past year. Contrary to the usual rule, a majority of the 
cases have appeared during the late autumn and early 
winter. 

Several cases have taken on the croupous form, which 
cases have usually proved fatal. 


The epidemic of measles of à year ago when several 
hundred cases were reported did not appear this year, only 
nine cases having occurred, and not more than a single 
case in any month. 


Rotheln or German measles has shown five cases which 
occurred during the month of May. 


Typhold fever has been more prevalent than a year 
ago, at least more cases have been reported. We would 
again repeat the request that physicians report allsuch 
cases occurring in their practice, and also any such cases 
appearing within the area ofthe watershed from which 
the city water is taken, although they occur outside of the 
city limits. Under this heading is included six cases of a 
light form of continued fever occurring in two households, 
with some symptoms of typhoid but not distinct enough 
to justify and unqualified diagnosis of typhoid. 

There has been no cases of small pox reported during 
the past year. 

We desire to acknowledge to the medical profession of 
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the city our appreciation of their efforts in regard to the 
detention from the public schools of children from infected 
families. ^In not more than two or three instances have 
children from such families. been found in school when 
such cases have been reported to this Board. 

The following tabulated form shows the reported cases 
of cantagious diseases for each month of the year.

OF THE 


Overseers of the Poor. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the City of Pittsfield: 


GENTLEMEN,—The Board of Overseers of the Poor 
hereby submit its second annual report for the year ending 
December 31st, 1892. 

The Board was organized February 4th, 1892. John 
W. Clark was re-elected chairman and William Dimick 
clerk and superintendent. 

During the past year much needed and valuable im- 
provements costing $1,056.61, have been made at the Alms- 
house. The windmill, which was purchased last summer, 
supplies water in abundance; a large tank built in the 
garret is always filled with water, and plenty of hose is 
connected with it ready to use in case of fire.  Pails of 
water also have been put in convenient places throughout 
the building by Mr. Hermance. Every precaution has 
been taken for the safety as well as the comfort of the in- 
mates. 

Your attention is called to the necessity for more room 
in the insane department at the Almshouse. 

We have room for fifteen patients, while there are 
nineteen mildly insane persons cared for; in many cases 
they can be as well cared for here as at the state asylums 
and at much less expense to the City. We would recom- 
mend that an addition be built to this part of the house, 
and would suggest that $2,000 be appropriated for this 
purpose. 

We desire to call particular attention to the financial 
statement. Our expenses is less than is shown by the 
amount of the appropriation used. We have expended 
during the year for the out door poor $6,297.01. Of this 
amount $969.61 was expended for the state or other cities 
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and towns, and has been or will be returned to the City 
treasurer. There is a credit of $49.83 for soldiers’ relief, 
and of $401.21 on the Almshouse account. The gross 
amount expended in our department was 12,666.82, leaving 
the net cost to the City, $11,246.17. 


We would ask an appropriation to meet the expenses 
this year ‘as follows : 


Almshouse, - - - - $5,000 00 
Out-door poor,  - - - - 6,500 00 
Soldiers' relief, - - - 1,800 00 


The Overseers feel it a pleasure to SS a few words in 
regard to the City Physician. 

We have found in Dr. Mercer a most kind and faith- 
ful physician, one who has never found & word of fault and 
has always been ready to attend the poorest as cheerfully 
as those in better circumstances, and we congratulate the 
City in having such a physician to attend its poor and un- 
fortunate ones. 

During the year ending December 31, 1592, I have 
visited and aided one hundred and twenty-six (126) fami- 
lies, consisting of 317 persons, 118 males, 197 females ; one- 
hundred and fifty were children under 16 years of age. 

71 families, consisting of 194 persons, 64 males, 130 
females ; 102 were children under 16 years of age having 
legal settlements in this City. 

There were 18 families, consisting of 52 persons, 18 
males, 32 females ; 29 were children under 16 years of age 
having settlements in other cities and towns. 

There was 37 families, consisting of 71 persons, 36 
males and 35 females ; 27 of which were children under 16 
years of age ; had no settlement in this Commonwealth. 

There was 12 families or persons living in other cities 
and towns having settlements in this City. 

There has been two persons at the Worcester Lunatic 
Hospital on expense to this City. One has been discharged; 
one is now boarded at a private family at $3.25 a week, the 
same as we pay at the hospital. 

There has been 10 persons at Northampton Lunatic 
Hospital during some part of the year, Five have been 
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discharged ; one removed to our Almshouse, four now re. 
maining at the Hospital. Only one has been there a full 
year. 

We have had two (2) at the Massachusetts School for 
feeble minded, one full support and one of which the City 
supplies clothing.

THE CITY FARM. 


There have been added many needed improvements during the year, 
namely : Water works, wind mill, a forty barrel water tank in the attic, 
with connections to all parts of the house, hose so arranged on a roller as to 
be run to any room in the second story, all connected with the pipes, a fine 
arrangement; two water closets, steam piping of several rooms, a reservoir 
built, planked. covered and painted and other smaller improvements, which 
have been very helpful to us. Our Insane Department ig overrun. There 
is now, and has been for years, persons who are not judged insane that have 
to be watched and closed in even more than some of the insane. We have 
now a fine assortment of young fruit trees. 

Our City physician, Dr. Mercer, has been very attentive and thorough, 
coming from time to time when he was not called. 

Our Board of Overseers have shown us kind attention; there great de- 
sire seemed to be to make the inmates comfortable and happy. 

We close the present year, thanking the Honorable Board for their 
kindness.

REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


PITTSFIELD, December 31, 1892. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council : 


GENTLEMEN : : 
CITY ALMSHOUSE. 


Since my last report, there has been erected a wind- 
mill, and a tank in the main building, into which the nec- 
essary supply of water is now conducted. To this tank is 
attached sufficient length of hose, which will enable the of- 
ficers to extinguish any slight fire occurring in the build- 
ings, and it also gives ample supply of fresh and pure water 
for culinary purposes and bathing. This improvement 
gives safety and security to the inmates, and a certain 
amount of protection to the property. This will, I am lead 
to think, prove to be a wise outlay in the proper direction. 

[t may be found necessary in the near future to add 
more room to the insane department, but such a recommen- 
dation will, 1 expect, be presented to you by the Overseers 
of the Poor. This insiitution, as it stands to-day, is one of 
the best supplied with all the means which can make 
a home of this kind enjoyable—well and thoroughly heated, 
properly ventilated, pure air and sunshine, and an abund- 
ance of fresh spring water, and in addition to the above it 
is well governed and economically conducted. 


DISCIPLINK. 


In the insane department some of the inmates at times 
are very violent and difficult to manage, especially those 
who are subject to epileptic seizures. During and after 
these attacks iv is often necessary for the attending officer 
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to use considerable force to control and prevent those 
persons from doing themselves bodily injury. I have 
known the officer to have been severely hurt while attend- 
ing these cases, as the sudden, impulsive and ungovernable 
flash of passion with which these persons are afflicted, 
makes it dangerous for the officer, unless heis always on 
the defensive. 

I speak of this because sometime complaints are made 
that undue restraint is used in the management of these 
cases. I have examined into some cases, in which fault 
was found by relatives respecting the discipline, and I 
found that only just enough of force and restraint was 
used to properly control and govern these persons.- 


POLICE STATION. 


We have brought in here, through the vigilance of 
the police officers, at all hours of the day and night, the 
wrecks of humanity, mangled, torn and broken. This is 
the merciful emergency station for these unclaimed wand- 
erers. İt is the drainage department for the local hospi- 
tal. Here the unfortnate is made whole, by surgical dress- 
ing as his wounds require, and afterward placed in the hos- 
pital to rest and heal. 

From the urgency and frequency of these cases I have 
found that there was a necessity for a small supply of such 
essential articles as are ordinarily used in dressing surgi- 
cal injuries, I therefore have them stored in a compartment 
given for that purpose, through the courtesy of Mr. John 
Nicholson, the Chief of Police. This is a great saving of 
time to the surgeon, and a relief to the suffering of the in- 
jured patient.

The above includes only new work commenced after 
September 19, 1892, and of course does not take in any 
building that may have been done outside of the first and 
second fire districts. 

I find that many new dwellings are liable to be erected 
in the northeast portion of the City during the coming 
year which will be located just outside the limits of the 
second fire district, and can of course be constructed con- 
trary to the ordinance on Fire Limits. This will also be 
the case no doubt in other sections of the City, and all in 
localities so near to what will soon be thickly populated 
portions of the City, that I would respectfully call the at- 
tention of the City Council to the advisability of extend- 
ing the limits of the second fire district. 

I would also state that builders and all persons iute- 
rested in the building trade have shown their willingness 
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to abide by the new ordinance ‘‘Establishing Fire Limits,” 
and as far as my observations goes, citizens and property 
owners generally agree that the ordinance meets a long 
felt wantas to the proper construction of buildings.

Matron. 

Two new appointments were made in November, which 
filled a vacancy caused by the resignation of an officer from 
the force September 12th, and added one more patrolman 
to the Department. 

The recommendation of one additional officer was made 
because it was impossible to give prompt and careful atten- 
tion to all complaints from the outlying districts, and also 
look after the resident and business portion of the city as 
they should be. The miscellaneous duties have also largely 
increased during the year making one additional appoint- 
ment necessary. 

The Table of Arrests will show the whole number of 
cases during the year to be 1284, an increase over last year 
of 251, and 1373 lodgers accommodated at the Station, 139 
more than last year. This large number does not include 
the sick and injured persons cared for at the Station, some 
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of them for & week or ten days at a time, as it was not con- 
sidered safe to send them to the House of Mercy, or care 
for them at their homes, and it was necessary to take one 
such person from the House of Mercy and care for him at 
the Police Station. For the accommodation of this large 
number, there is one cell-room 22x24, containing eight cells, 
one small room which is used for female prisoners, and the 
Sick and injured persons brought to the station for the im- 
mediate attention of the City Physician, and one room 15 
and 1-4 x 17 and 1-4 for the use of lodgers. It is not unu- 
sual to have confined at the station eight or ten persons in 
one day, and quite often many more. On the 4th and 5th 
days of July 42 arrests were made, nearly all drunk and 
disorderly, and ought to have been closely confined in sep- 
arate cells till sober. There has also been stored at the 
station about 300 parcels containing 114 gallons of intoxi- 
cating liquor seized by the department,making it necessary 
to use some of the present limited number of cells for store 
rooms, as there is no cellar, except under the office, which 
is only large enough to contain the boiler and coal bin. 

I would therefore most respectfully recommend that a 
sufficient appropriation be made to extend the present cell 
room on the west side to the land owned by the First 
Church, and place a cellar under the extension for the stor- 
age of intoxicating liquors seized by the department and 
all other property brought to the station for safe keeping. 
I would also recommend that another story be built on the 
whole rear part which isnow the cell room, and include 
the new extension, which will make room enough to place 
eight new cells, two cell rooms for female prisoners, one 
detention room, one hospital room, and one padded cell for 
violent and insane persons up stairs, and five more cells 
down stairs, together with a separate cell room, which is 
very much needed at the present time, more especially 
when two or more parties in the same case are confined. 
By permission of his Honor, the Mayor, and the Police 
Committee, I have secured plans which will be submitted 
for your consideration, as they have inspected our present 
limited quarters and were of the unanimous opinion that 
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they were inadequate fur the present demands of the city. 

The detail for police duty remains the same as last 
year, with the exception of the special work called for by 
the Board of Health to enforce the sanitary regulations of 
the city. 

In obedience to an order from his Honor the Mayor, a 
most thorough inspection was made of three thousand and 
ninety-fivé buildings and the barns, sheds, outhouses and 
yards thereto belonging. Fifteen hundred and forty notices 
were served as directed by the Board of Health. Eight 
hundred and forty-three traps were ordered put in sink 
pipes, nine hundred and one privy vaults ordered cleaned, 
three hundred and twenty-eight vaults ordered put under 
privys, six hundred and three yards and one hundred and 
forty-three cess pools were ordered cleaned, two hundred 
and ninety-four new cess pools putin, two hundred and 
twenty-seven sink pipes put in order, and one hundred and 
twenty-one privy vaults ordered euclosed,as the health laws 
direct. This inspection was a most careful and thorough 
one, requiring the constant services of an officer about four 
months. Careful attention has been given the service of 
the warrant for ownersand keepers of unlicensed dogs. The 
assessors returned five hundred and eighty-nine males and 
thirty-four females, and three hundred and seventy-five 
dogs were found not returned, making a total of nine hun- 
dred and ninety-eight. Of this number forty-three were 
shot, four were double entries, one dog had left the city, 
and three were registered under other names, leaving a 
total of dogs registered in the city, males, eight hundred 
and twenty-two, females, seventy-four, for which the City 
Clerk has received and paid to the County Treasurer two 
thousand and ten dollars; of this amount eight hundred and 
thirty-seven dollars and forty-five cents was refunded to 
the city, and four hundred and ninety-four dollars and 
fifty-five cents was paid out of the Dog Fund by the County 
Treasurer for damages to domestic animals in the city dur- 
ing the year. Five dogs found worrying and killing 
domestic animals have been shot by the police officers. 

Since the town voted to license the sale of intoxicating 
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liquor in 1837,the policy of the town and City authorities has 
been to vigorously enforce the liquor laws, and this Depart- 
ment has persistently and faithfully prosecuted all parties 
where sufficient evidence could be procured to secure war- 
rants against them for the violation of the liquor laws. 
About two hundred raids have been made, and in ninety- 
one places liquor was found. One hundred and sixty war- 
rants have been issued by the Court, and one hundred and 
ten convictions secured, and fines to the amount of $6,141.53 
and 29 months imprisonment in the House of Correction 
have been imposed by the Court, and a large amount of in- 
toxicating liquor ordered forfeited,has been sent to the Chief 
of the District Police at Boston. A number of places re- 
sorted to by gangs for the purpose of carrying on what is 
known as the “growler system," or lying in some place 
drunk and disorderly, so long as there was one of the gang 
sober enough to carry in beer or other liquors, and also in 
the vicinity of the lakes on the Sabbath day, have been 
broken up. A greater part of the illegal liquor traffic is 
carried on in dwelling houses or kitchen groggeries, so 
called, which has required a great deal of time and care to 
secure evidence necessary to convict. The attention of 
one officer has been given to this class of offenders, and in 
all cases where sufficient evidence has been submitted to 
the Court, convictions have promptly followed, and sen- 
tences imposed that have made the illegal liquor business 
unprofitable as well as dangerous. | 

The City of Pittsfield and the Police Department are 
greatly indebted to His Honor Judge Joseph Tucker for the 
substantial manner in which the Police Department has 
been sustained in the prosecution of all criminal cases and 
the enforcement of the liquor laws. 

The appointment of one additional officer has enabled 
the Department to give more satisfactory police service 
throughout the City. As will beseen by the foregoing 
table and the large number of miscellaneous duties per- 
formed, the Police work has largely increased in all its de- 
tails; it will also be noticed that a large number of the 
persons arrested are non-residents of the City, therefore 
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the service is by no means limited by its population as in 
some places. No crimesof a serious nature have been 
committed, however, and the peace and good order of the 
City has been remarkable. 

The Police Department is indebted to the Protective 
Company and a large number of citizens for very valuable 
services rendered during the year, in searching for lost 
‘persons, when it was impossible for the officers to perform 
the work required without their assistance. 

The number of fire alarms rung in is about the same 
as last year. The officers have kept up their previous good 
record in this line of their duty. All fires on their posts 
have been discovered before they had made very great 
headway and alarms promptly rung in when necessary. 

The services of Mrs. Dean, the Police matron, con- 
tinue to give the most satisfactory results. It has been 
necessary, however, for her to remain at the Station many 
nights during the year on account of the increased num- 
ber of female prisoners, and the limited available quarters, 
as she has had two and three prisoners in her charge at the 
same time, with but one small room for their accommoda- 
tion. Her services are indispensable, and I would most re- 
spectfully recommend her re-appointment. 

The police officers have given their best efforts to make 
the work of the Department satisfactory and successful. 
The discipline is excellent and I have to thank them for 
their prompt and faithful co-operation in the discharge of 
all the duties of the Department. 

In closing, I desire to express mv sincere thanks to His 
Honor the Mayor. Mr. Jabez L. Peck, and the Honorable 
City Council for the valuable asaistance rendered me in 
maintaining the present good standing and discipline of 
the Police force.
